Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D Teichert Wednesday taid he 


would not favor a proposed ordinance holding parents responsible 
for Iheir children's acts of vandalism.

John J Zimmerman, treats vandalism as a 
Form of trc.spaf.sing Parents or legal guardians of apprehended 
vandals would be liable for damages by minors trespassing on 
public or private property.

The proposed ordinance is patterned after similar proposals in Ar- 
lington Heights and Park Ridge and an ordinance now unforced in 
Decrfield Teichert said he is opposed to an ordinance making one 
person liable for the acts of others.

'Ethics project 
makes mockery 
of constitution' 


Allowing the public to vote on three 


proposed "ethics amendments" to the 
1970 Illinois Constitution will "make a 
mockery of the stability of the con- 
stitution," the former chairman of the 
Illinois Constitutional Convention said 
Wednesday. 


Attorney Samuel Witwer Sr., ar- 


guing against the amendments pro- 
posed by the Coalition for Political 
Honesty in a hearing in Cook County 
Circuit Court, said the amendments 
are "hasty and ill prepared" and 
"would make a shambles of our new 
constitution." 


In May, the coalition for Political 


Honesty filed petitions with 835,158 
signatures calling for a referendum 
on the three proposed amendments. 
The amendments would prohibit legis- 
lators from holding another paying 
public job, would ban legislators from 
drawing their pay in advance, and 
would strengthen prohibition against 
legislative conflict of interest. 


Witwer and five other former Illi- 


nois Constitutional Convention dele- 
gates have filed suit to stop the pro- 
posed amendments from appearing on 
the November ballot. 


After Witwer and fellow attorney 


Thomas Lyons presented arguments 
against the proposed 
amendments 


Wednesday, 
Cook 
County Circuit 


Court Judge Nathan Cohen postponed 
until 11:30 a.m. today arguments by 
the coalition defending the amend- 
ments. 


WHATEVER COHEN'S decision in 


the case, both sides have said they 
will appeal to the Illinois Supreme 
Court. The high court must decide the 
case by September 2 in order for the 
proposed amendments to appear on 
the November ballot. 


In his argument Wednesday, Witwer 


said the provision in the 1970 con- 
stitution allowing citizen petitions for 
constitutional amendments only al- 
1 o w s amendments involving the 
"structure and procedure" of the leg- 
islative article of the constitution — 
"such matters as the size of the legis- 
lature " 


If 
the coalition proposals 
are 


allowed on the ballot, he said, any 
part of the constitution could, in the 
future, be amended by citizen petition 


simply by adding new items to the 
legislative article 


Witwer said that since no previous 


state constitution allowed citizen peti- 
tions for constitutional amendments, 
not allowing the coalition petitions on 
the ballot "is not taking away any 
privilege previously enjoyed by Illi- 
nois citizens." 


WITWER ALSO said the proposal to 


strengthen the prohibition of conflict of 
interest by requiring legislators to dis- 
qualify themselves from voting on 
items where they have "personal fam- 
ily or financial interest" is "by all 
odds the most dubious" of the three 
coalition proposals 


Witwer said passage of the conflict 


of interest amendment "will put all 
acts of the Illinois General Assembly 
under a cloud for years to come." 


He said that during the most recent 


legislative session, as many as 40 of 
the 59 members of the state senate 
would have had to disqualify them- 
selves from voting on malpractice leg- 
islation if the conflict of interest 
amendment was in effect. He said 
that "would put decisions of the legis- 
lature in the hands of as few as 15 
people" 


Lyons, a former state senator, said 


the proposal to ban legislators from 
holding other public jobs, the "double 
dipping" amendment, should not be 
allowed on the ballot because it viol- 
ates the constitutional nghts of public 
officials.

After wiping out his primary cam- 


paign debts, Carter, like the Republi- 
can nominee, will get $21.8 million 
from the federal treasury with which 
to mount a general election campaign. 


Carter's lawyers Wednesday asked 


the Federal Election Commission to 
exempt from that spending ceiling the 
cost of planning "transition" to the 
White House, which Carter wants to 
begin now instead of waiting until af- 
ter the election. 


Two possible Carter running mates 


who had been speculated about be- 
fore, Sens. Frank Church of Idaho 
and Adlai Stevenson III of Illinois, 
apparently have dropped out of con- 
tention. 


Powell said, "He hasn't ruled out 


anybody yet," although he conceded 
neither have been asked to meet with 
Carter. 


As the political maneuvering contin- 


ued, Carter's top aides moved their 
campaign command post to New York 
to prepare for the national convention, 
which is certain' to nominate the for- 
mer governor of Georgia as the 
Democratic presidential candidate. 


In a manner reminiscent of bis well 


organized march through the pri- 
maries, the Carter workers were put- 
ting finishing touches on the con- 
vention operation well before the can- 
didate's arrival, 


Although there were signs of hectic 


activity, Carter's convention head- 
quarters had all the appearances of 
preparing for a coronation. By his 
own count, Carter now has 1,873% 
delegates, far more than the 1,505 


needed for nomination. The UPI count 
gives Carter 1,744. 


The Carter entourage, which will 


number about 350 when- the con- 
vention opens next week, set up head- 
quarters in the Americana, an opu- 
lent, 50-story hotel in the heart of mid- 
town Manhattan. 
; 
Preparations, for Carter's activities 


at the convention have been going on 
for about six weeks under the direc- 
tion of coordinator Jim Gammill. It is 
estimated the New York operation 
will cost his campaign up to $350,000. 


The Carter complex began taking 


shape Wednesday with the opening of 
press rooms, the finishing touches on 
a huge ballroom converted into cam- 


paign headquarters and the arrival of 
top Carter strategists. 


Among those shifting operations 


from Atlanta were campaign man- 
ager Hamilton Jordan, pollster Pat 
Caddell and advertising director Ger- 
ald Rafshoon. 


Television coordinator Barry Ja- 


goda promptly nicknamed the areas 
of the Americana hotel being used by 
Carter troops "Atlanta East." 


Carter and his family are expected

Judge grants extra time for Patty tests 


PATRICIA HEARST 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A federal judge Wednes- 


day granted an additional 90 days of psychiatric exam- 
ination for Patricia Hearst before sentencing her for 
robbing a San Francisco bank with the Symbionese Lib- 
eration Army. 


The extension means she will not be sentenced until 


October at the earliest. 
.Judge William Orrick Jr. granted the request from 
the Bureau of Prisons, which asked for the further 
study of the 22-year-old newspaper heiress at the feder- 
al correctional facility in San Diego where she is being 
held. 


Miss Hearst was convicted of the April 15, 1974, rob- 


bert last March after a sensational two-month trial. 


The trial judge, Oliver J. Carter, gave the heiress a 


tentative maximum sentence of 35 years on the two 
counts of which she was found guilty, but ordered the 
further mental tests and said he would reduce the pris- 
on term substantially after they were completed. 


Carter signed the original order April 12, turning Miss 


Hearst over for the psychiatric examinations for at 
least 90 days but saying he would allow up to 180 days 
for a full study. Carter died of a heart attack June 14. 


The first 90 days of tests for Miss Hearst under Car- 


ter's order expire July 11. Wednesday's extension by 
Orrick, who replaced him, allows the studies to contin- 
ue until Oct. 11. Orrick ordered the extension without 
comment. 


Miss Hearst, kidnapped by the SLA Feb. 4, 1974, was 


convicted of willingly taking part with the terrorist or- 
ganization in the robbery of the Hibernia bank only 10 
weeks later. 


The Bureau of Prisons, which asked two weeks ago 


for a 30-day extension for her mental tests, later re- 
quested the additional 90 days reportedly because it has 
not had sufficient time to study her because of her 
hospitalization for a collapsed lung. 


She also was taken at one point during her in- 


carceration to enter a plea in Los Angeles on charges 
she faces with her former SLA companions, William 
and Emily Harris, who are standing trial there. 


Miss Hearst is expected to be tried separately on the 


Los Angeles charges stemming from events surround- 
ing a shooting incident at a sporting goods store in 
suburban Inglewood. 


Orrick, in addition to having to study the massive 


amount of trial material before sentencing Miss Hearst, 
has assignments in Hawaii and Guam that will keep 
him out of San Francisco from mid-July to the first 
week of September. 


Carter had indicated that although he would reduce 


Miss Hearst's sentence, he would not grant straight pro- 
bation. Any sentence would give her credit for time 
held since her capture in a San Francisco apartment 
last Sept. 18.

Soviets dock with Salyut 5 


MOSCOW (UPI)-Two Soviet cos- 


monauts docked their Soyuz space 
capsule with an orbiting space labora- 
tory Wednesday and climbed aboard 
ihe 20-ton research station, apparently 
for a lengthy stay. 


The Tass news agency said the 


commander of the Soyuz 21 capsule, 
Col. Boris Volynov, and bis flight en- 
gineer, Lt. Col. Vitaly Zholobov, were 
"feeling well" and had begun their 
work program following the late after- 
noon docking with the Salyut 5 re- 
search .station. 


The difficult docking maneuver was 


completed at 4:40 p.m. Moscow time 
(8:40 a.m. CDT), approximately 25 
hours after the Soyuz was rocketed 
into orbit from the Baikunor launch 
site in Soviet Central Asia. 


Five hours after the linkup Voly- 


nov and Zholobov crawled {through 
the hatch on their ship and into the 20- 
ton Salyut, which has been looping the 
earth since its June 22 launch. , 


"The cosmonauts are feeling well," 


Tass said. "They have begun to im- 
plement the flight program." 


Western experts, who had antici- 


pated the docking, said the cosmonaut 
duo might remain aboard Salyut for 
several months, possibly even break- 
ing the 84-day space endurance record 
held by three American astronauts. 


Tass outlined an extensive work 


program for the two spacemen, per- 
haps indicating their stay in space 
would be lengthy. 


It said Volynov and Zholobov would 


be studying the earth's surface, "at- 
mospheric phenomena and formations 
with a view to obtaining data in the 
interests of the national economy," 
weightlessness, outer space and me- 
dico-biological matters. 


The Moscow television report said 


the most difficult part of the flight — 
the delicate docking maneuver — had 
been passed with flying colors. The 
crew, it said, had "fulfilled its duties 
excellently."

Intermediary views skyjacking 
Idi Amin 'expected air pirates' 


PARIS (UPI) - A leader of the 


hostages aboard an Air France jetli- 
ner hijacked last week said Wednes- 
day he felt certain Ugandan President 
Idi Amin agreed in advance to wel- 
come the air pirates into his country. 


Michel Cojot, an executive at a mul- 


tinational firm in Paris, served as in- 
termediary between pro-Palestinian 
terrorists and their captives in the 
Entebbe, Uganda, air terminal. 


"Our arrival certainly was known 


and expected by Amin. You don't go a 
long way with a medium-range plane 
without knowing its destination," Co- 
jot told reporters. 


"I do not have irrefutable proof but 


after the landing at Entebbe, the mili- 
tary discipline of the hijackers was 
relaxed. The four terrorists began to 
put their weapons in their sacks and 
kept only little pistols in their belts, 
while before their guns were in their 
hands even during eating. They acted 
as if they were in friendly territory." 


Cojot said the hijackers were joined 


by three armed Palestinians who 
"circulated freely around the airport 
in can 
with diplomatic 
license 


plates" and took over guard duty to 


let the air pirates rest up. 


He said at one point he told Uganda 


authorities he was surprised they had 
been able to bring tax-free merchan- 
dise and food for more than 250 unex- 
pected visitors to the plane so quickly.

Deadly fighting in Lebanon kills 300, injures 590 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - The 


deadliest day of Lebanon's civil war 
killed more than 300 soldiers and ci- 
vilians Wednesday. Fighting between 
Christians and Moslems raged on all 
fronts. 


The last convoy of refugees fled the 


ruined capital which suffered through 
Its third week without water, elec- 
tricity, or sanitation facilities. 


The fighting throughout Lebanon 


claimed more than 300 dead and 590 
wounded, making it the heaviest 24 
hours of bloodshed in the 15-month 
civil war. 


The heaviest fighting took place at 


t h c northern mountain town of 
Chckka. 10 miles south of Tripoli, 
where Christian forces said they beat 
back a fierce attack by Moslem left- 
ists after an overnight battle which 
left at least 100 dead and most of the 
town in ruins. 


A right-wing spokesman said the 


Moslem-Palestinian attack on Chekka 
was in retaliation for the 17-day Chris- 
tian siege of Beirut's Tal Zaatar Pales- 
Union camp. He said the Christians 
had help from several thousand 
armed villagers brought in from the 


mountains by bus and car. He said 
they destroyed 17 armored vehicles 
and captured IS more. 


At the same time, the Christians 


launched a fresh attack against Tal 
Zaatar in southeastern Beirut, where 
Palestinian defenders and more than 
27S seriously wounded were trapped in 
a tight circle without medicines and

Cross attempt to reach the wounded 
and a Red Cross spokesman said no 
further attempts to evacuate the 


wounded would be made until a cease- 
fire is declared. 


Among the seriously wounded was 


Eva SUM, a 28-year-old Swedish 
nurse, who despite the low of an arm, 
shrapnel wounds in the chest and 
being pregnant bag refused to leave 
the camp until the siege is over, a 
Red Cross official said. 


She had been in the camp helping to 


care for the wounded along with her 
husband, a Palestinian doctor, who

"Now she refuses to leave.'' the 


Red Cross spokesman said. "We un- 
derstand she is in a bad way. There 
are no medicines or bandages left in 
the camp and she has been seriously 
wounded for some time," he said.

enough to tot us through." he said.

John J. Zimmermann, 
treats vandalism as a form of tres- 
passing. Parents or legal guardians of 
apprehended vandals would be liable 
(or damages by minors trespassing on 
public or private property. 


Vandals' parents could be fined be- 


tween $300 and $1,000 for propetry 
damage done by their children. The 
proposed ordinance, patterned after 
similar proposals in Arlington Heights 
and Park Ridge and an ordinance 
now enforced in Deerfield, defines a 
minor as "Any person who has at- 
tained 11 ye&rs of age, but who has 
not yet reached 18 years of age." 


TEICHERT SAID HE is opposed to 


an ordinance making one person 
liable for the acts of others. 


"I believe the law is good as it is — 


everyone is responsible for their own 
actions," Teichert said. "We don't 
have control over our children. The 
business of taking out community 
frustrations on individual parents is 
wrong, I have found it impossible to 
control anyone but myself. I don't be- 
lieve in vlcarioas liability."

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Antibodies found in birds 
State issues encephalitis teaming 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Health 


has issued a preliminary alert to Illi- 
nois residents following the discovery 
of encephalitis antibodies in young 
birds in three Downstate areas. 


The antibodies were found in the 


blood of three of the 83 birds tested in 
the Downstate areas of Alton, Taylor- 
ville and Olney. 


Tests on birds in the Cook County 


area will be conducted later this 
month, said Dr. Col let to Rasmussen, 
Cook County Health Dept. chief of 
preventive medicine. 


The alert came in the wake of a 


surveillance report last week from 
Dr. Gary Clark, coordinator of the St. 
Louis Encephalitis Early Warning 
Team. The team will continue its 
checks in the southeastern part of the 


state until mid-July before shifting its 
efforts to Cook County. 


DR. JOYCE LASHOFF, director of 


the state health department, said the 
findings of the team do not indicate 
any imminent danger to human health 
but said, "The potential for human 
cases later this summer seems to be 
present." 


D r. 
Lashoff said communities 


throughout the state should step up 
their mosquito abatement efforts, par- 
ticularly in the larval stage. 


Last year Illinois had its worse out- 


break in history of the inflammatory 
brain disease with 578 cases and 47 
deaths. The virus is transmitted to hu- 
mans by mosquitoes that have bitten 
infected birds. 


THE COOK COUNTY Health Dept. 


is suggesting that precautions be tak- 
en to abate the breeding of mosquitos. 
Dr. Rasmussen, repeating the depart- 
ment's standard warning, said resi- 
dents should clean gutters, empty bird 
baths, empty backyard pools and fill 
them with fresh water regularly, turn 
over wheel barrows so they do not fill 
with water and get rid of any other 
stagnant water which attracts mos- 
quitos. 


"Although the St.Louis encephalitis 


antibodies were detected in only three 
of the 83 birds tested, it is significant 
that these birds were born this year 


and therefore were infected with the 
virus this year," said Clark. "It also 
is significant in that the areas where 
these particular birds were found 
were widely scattered throughout the 
centra] and southern portions of the 
state." 


Clark said the Illinois findings were 


consistent with those reported from 
three southern states. St. Louis en- 
cephalitis antibodies were found in 8 
per cent of juvenile birds tested in 
Jackson, Miss., in 7 per cent of juve- 
nile birds tested in Birmingham, Ala., 
and in 4 per cent tested in Memphis, 
Tenn.

The battle on finances centers 


around simple percentages The Dist 
59 area contributes about 40 por cent 
of the Dist. 214 tax base, but only sup- 
plies 27 per cent of its students 


IF TIIE UNIT district is formed. 


Disl. 214 will keep about 60 per cent of 
its current tax base and 73 per cent of 
its students The Dist. 59 unit district 
will receive 27 per cent of the high 
school students and about 40 per cent 
of the tax base 


The Illinois state aid formula, which 


is based on a district's assessed valu- 
ation per student, would offset part of 
this Imbalance. Under the formula, a 
district with a large assessed valu- 
ation receives less state aid than a 
district of the same size with a small- 
er tax base. 


Par' of the tax gains received by the 


Dist. 59 unit would be offset by a de- 
crease in state aid, while Dist. 214's 
loss in tax revenue would be com- 
pensated by an increase in state aid. 


The projected net gain for the unit 


district would range from $1.2 million 
to $1.4 million annually during the 
next four years, according to Dist. 214 
projections. The annual net loss to 
Dist. 214 would range from $950,000 to 
$1.7 million during the same period.

base to Sentex Industrial Park, the 
largest industrial park in the nation. 
Dist. 59 financial consultant Arthur 
Perry said the greatest financial boon 
for the unit district would be retaining 
the industrial park tax base. 


"It is there and will be advan- 


tageous to the new unit district 59 or 
Dist. 214 for the indefinite future," he 
said. 


The six other elementary school dis-

Consultants who prepared the unit

About $8 million in assets would

TAX MONEY collected by Dist. 59

Liabilities in Dist. 214 also will be

BOTH PERRY AND Robert Weber, 


assistant superintendent for business 
.services in Dist. 214, agree the divi- 
sion of assets will be one of the major 
"problem areas" in settling the unit 
district formation. 


"Historically, if there are any hard 


feelings, it almost always comes 
from the feeling that one district was 
favored," said Weber. "It's a very 
touchy area." 


Weber said Dist. 214 will probably 


need to issue bonds to pay for the $2.5 
million in assets that would remain 
after the transfer of property and tax 
i ioney has taken place. But , "it real- 
ly wouldn't amount to awfully lot on 
anyone's tax bill," he said. 


Although the unit district will re-

The way we see it 
Library situation is unfortunate 


We wonder how much longer it 


will take for Mount Prospect 
trustees and library board mem- 
bers to come to a sensible agree- 
ment over funding for the new 
library scheduled to open in Oc- 
tober. 


We have watched as board 


members and trustees debated 
everything from the cost of vac- 
uum cleaners to the number of 
bonks needed in the new $3.2 
million facility at 10 S. Emerson 
Avp.. 
Mount 
Prospect. 
And 


we've seen enough. 


As the unfortunate situation 


exists today, the village board 
has decided that no new books 
w i l l be purchased until the new 
library structure — about four 
times larger than the old build- 
ing — opens this fall. The board 
cites the problems in balancing 
an already tightly drawn budget 
and a pledge to voters that the 
new board will hold the line on 
spending. 


Meanwhile, the library board, 


•which has the responsibility of 
overseeing a much larger facil- 
ity, says the amount of money 
allocated to operate the library 


is inadequate, particularly the 
Jack of allocation for new books. 


The basic facts surrounding 


the controversy are clear, but 
that is before the rhetoric be- 
gins. 


Take the comment of Mount 


Prospect Library Board Pres. 
John Parsons: "There 
is no 


point in moving into the new li- 
brary without adequate oper- 
ating funds. They have literally 
left the library in the old build- 
ing." 


Library Bd. Member Robert 


Nordli: "I say we don't move 
out of this damned building (the 
old 
library) 
if we only 
get 


$357,100." 


Trustee Edward B. Rhea Jr.: 


"The current village board does 
not have the moral obligation to 
provide expanded library funds 
just because the new library is 
there as a result of another vil- 
lage board's action." 


Trustee Leo Floros: "It's a 


mistake to give the library a 
blank check to operate the li- 
brary." 


Mayor Robert Teichert: 
"I 


would be quite willing to elimi- 


nate quarterly newsletters, fire- 
works displays, conference din- 
ners . . . beautification, tree 
planting, tree trimming . . . to 
provide the library with suf- 
ficient funds to at least maintain 
the level of service now being 
offered." 


Caught in the middle are Mary 


Jo Hutchings, the Mount Pros- 
pect librarian, and iier staff who 
are attempting to plan for a 
move into the new facility. 


Mrs. Hutchings said last week 


that because of the freeze on 
funds for new books, the Mount 
Prospect library is falling be- 
hind the standards set by the 
American Library Assn. 


For two years, the new library 


has been the center of con- 
troversy. First it was the debate 
surrounding whether the new li- 
brary was needed at all. Several 
trustees campaigned against the 
new building and for fiscal re- 
straint. We believe they were in 
tune with the wishes of the vot- 
ers of Mount Prospect. 


Today, we wonder if they are. 
"Adequate" is the key word in 


this political schism. There are 
few in Mount Prospect 
who 


would favor a new library with- 
out 
adequate 
books on 
the 


shelves. And the trustees, who 
were against the new library in 
the first place, cannot allow the 
quality of library services to 
deteriorate in Mount Prospect. 


A local library is an important 


asset to any community, and if 
any village board allows the li- 
brary to become inferior, it will 
befall the same fate as other vil- 
lage boards out of tune with the 
sentiment of the people they rep- 
resent. 


At the same time, the li- 


brary board must understand 
that there are fiscal restraints 
on all governmental bodies and 
that the village board which ap- 
proves the budget and tax levy 
intends to be frugal. 


It seems to us that both sides 


should reevaluate their all too 
ingrained attitudes and positions 
on financing of staff and books 
and equipment for the new li- 
brary and come to an agreement 
which is in the best interest of 
the people of Mount Prospect. 


Des Plaines updated master plan is overdue 


The City of DCS Plaines has 


n e a r l y 60,000 people. 18.000 
homes and apartments, about 15 
square miles of land and a se- 
riously outdated master plan to 
guide city fathers on land use in 
the community. 


DCS Plaines has been working 


with a land-use plan adopted in 
1958. A more recent plan, de- 
signed 
in 1970, died several 


years later without ever being 
reported out of the city council 
committee to which it was as- 
signed. 


City planner Michael Richard- 


son has drawn up a new master 
plan for the city, and the docu- 
ment was 
introduced in the 


council last month. The plan has 
been sent to the DCS Plaines 
Plan Commission for consid- 
eration, and public hearings are 
expected to be held some time 
this summer. 


The updated comprehensive 


plan is overdue, and we urge al- 
dermen to work diligently in 
their consideration of the pro- 
posed plan. No land use map is 
perfect in its conception; how- 
ever, once the public and plan 
commission have had their say 


and made their recommenda- 
tions, aldermen need to polish 
the plan and adopt it. 


A master plan is an essential 


tool for plan commissions and 
zoning boards to consult when 
they pass judgment on devel- 
opment plans. A city the size of 


Des Plaines needs this tool so 
future growth and redevelop- 
ment can proceed in an orderly 
manner.

Residents object 


to zone change 


The residents of Pine and Elm 


streets in Prospect Heights are pro- 
testing a zoning variance issued to 
Mr. Richard P Schuld and Mr. Wil- 
liam P. Esser by the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals. The vari- 
ance was granted during the period 
between incorporation and the elec- 
tion of our city officials. It permits 
the applicants to build three houses 
where normally there would be two 
and reduces the normal one-half acre 
lot size (20,000 square feet) to less 


than 17,600 square feet. In addition, 
the placement of the lots clearly 
changes the character of the neigh- 
borhood and threatens the iniqueness 
of this community. 


We ask: 
• Why was the variance granted 


when two others, both requesting 
slightly less than 20,000 square feet, 
were previously denied by the Coun- 
ty? 


• Why did the county subsequently 


issue a ruling on this petition when in 
January 1976 their decision was to 
wait for the incorporation vote? This 
action implied that our officials would 
make the ruling or at least be con- 
sulted in a decision. 


• Why did the county issue building 


permits within one week of receiving 
the request when other permits with 
legal lot sizes were deferred until our 
city government was formed?. 


• Why should we accept this rule 


when we had just voted 
for in- 


corporation which was in part in- 
tended to prevent such actions? 


• U it happened on Pine Street, 


could it happen elsewhere?

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Mail troubles 


Postal patrons looking to 


other means to get message 


to those it may concern 


by STEVE BROWN 


SECOND OF TWO PARTS 


The old adage goes something like 


"through rain or sleet or gloom of 
night, the trusty mail carrier will go 
about his appointed rounds and the 
mail will go through." 


The motto still applies but there are 


growing signs the government 
and 


private business are making the mail 
go through by some means other than 
throwing a stamp on a letter and 
stuffing it into the corner mail box. 


In Virginia, the Virginia Power and 


Light Company has developed a pri- 
vate delivery system to get its elec- 
tric bills to customers. The system 
saves an estimated $250,000 on post- 
age costs annually, according to U.S. 
Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th. 


Crane predicts that additional post- 


al rate increases could leave the gov- 
ernment as the only major user of the 
postal service. There also is evidence, 
however, 
on several 
fronts 
dis- 


counting that statement. 


The U.S. Treasury Dept., for in- 


stance, is in the final phases of testing 
a program to electronically deliver 
government checks to banks. 


The department is working towards 


a 1980 goal to have more than 18 mil- 
lion monthly payments for social se- 
curity, civil service retirement, rail- 
road retirement, military payroll, and 
veterans' benefits on a system that 
transmits the payments through the 
federal reserve system to banks, sav- 
ings and loans, credit unions and oth- 
er financial institutions. 


That is 18 million pieces of paper 


that the federal government will not 
have to pay postage on. 


"Most people forget that the govern- 


ment pays for postage too," said 
Treasury official Lester Plumly dur- 
ing an interview with The Herald. A 
test of the electronic funds transfer 
system (EFTS) has been in operation 
in several southern states since Feb- 
ruary. 


"By December, we plan to move six 


million monthly payments to banks 
through EFTS," Plumly said. In- 
troduction of the present government 
plans calls for a $25 million savings 
by 1980. 


"The postal service is aware of our 


plans and there will be some loss in 
revenue, but our main concern is 
serving the people who get checks," 
he added. 


Postal officials reportedly are not 


supporting the plan. 


"The new system reduces the chan- 


ces of delay theft and removes a lot of 
problems for the people receiving the 
checks," Plumly said. He added the 
initial report on the system suggests 
there have been few problems and 
service has proved more dependable 
than using the mails. 


The U.S. Treasury Department does 


not appear to be the only defector 
from the postal service among gov- 
ernment agencies. Some officials of 
the General Services Administration, 


a U.S. housekeeping agency, recently 
reported that a new bulletin was pre- 
pared 
which urged other 
federal 


agencies to be aware money could be 
saved by using private parcel service 
rather than the postal service. 


Postal officials admit they have 


problems, but they contend the sys- 
tem is getting better. 


Mernos like the GSA bulletin and re- 


ports from people like U.S. Rep. Ed- 
ward Derwinski, R-3rd, that the new 
automated bulk mail sorting facility 
in Forest Park is damaging packages 
at a very fast clip, tend to over- 
shadow the postal service assertions. 


Even Crane notes there have been 


instances where questionnaires being 
returned to his office have been 
mangled by automatic sorting ma- 
chines. 


A recent report on the operation of 


the Illinois Dept. of General Services 
was critical of many things the agen- 
cy was doing, but a new mail han- 
dling procedure drew some praise. 


State officials began to centralize 


mail handling between state offices in 
Springfield and Chicago. The result 
has shown a savings of more than 
$730,000 last year and there are in- 
dications the mail under the new sys- 
tem moves faster. 


There are no real signs that trends 


to avoid the use of the mails contin- 
ues. Crane contends that his legisla- 
tion, to allow private corporations to 
take over some of the delivery of first 
class mail, will improve postal ser- 
vice and increase jobs. 


The congressman, 
who has been 


fighting a losing battle to get the bill 
enacted, 
contends 
the anticipated 


competition will hold down costs. 


In waging his battle for postal ser- 


vice management reform and ex- 
posing the foibles of the system. 
Crane has drawn fire from the trusted 
letter carrier 
But Crane has at- 


tempted to point out that the in- 
creased competition should translate 
into more jobs, possibly in the private 
sector, because of additional mail ser- 
vice. 


Observers believe that without the 


elimination of the first class monopo- 
ly, business will continue to seek ways 
around the postal service. 


Besides the private delivery system 


and EFTS, new technology, like the 
telecopier, which allows documents to 
be 
transmitted through telephone 


lines, already are beginning to re- 
place the use of the mails for some 
correspondence. 


This trend might not be erased com- 


pletely, but Crane believes that with- 
out changes the damage done to the 
system could be substantial. 


The question about the future of 


mail service and Crane's crusade re- 
mains unanswered, but there 
are 


clear signs that if the government 
stands by and does nothing about the 
situation, high volume postal patrons 
will look for their own solution first 
and others probably will follow.

There's money in them thar cans

There's money to be made in alumi- 


num can recycling. 


Consumers In the Chicago area and 


throughout the U. S. are cashing in on 
aluminum redemption offers at record 
levels. As reported by W. D. Vardell, 
district manager for the Reynolds 
Aluminum Recycling Co., suburban 
and Chicago resident* turned in a 
record 90,000 pounds of cans and other 
household aluminum items during 
June. They were paid $13,300 at the 
rate of 15 cents a pound. 


Vardell said Chicago area collec- 


tions were equivalent to 2 million 
a l u m i n u m cans, the item most 
frequently turned in at company re- 
demption centers. Consumers also can 
collect money for turning in items 
such as pie plates, aluminum foil, fro- 
zen food trays and meat containers. 
The aluminum must be free of foreign 
materials, and larger items should not 
be more than three feet long. 


A Reynolds mobile recycling unit 


makes the rounds at 13 suburban and 
two Chicago collection stations as part 
of the program. A mobile unit man- 
ager weighs the materials and imme- 
diately pays for the itenij. 


As explained by Vardell, the re- 


cyclable aluminum is returned to a 
service center in Addison, where it is 
shredded and prepared for shipment 
to a smelting plant. A 95 per cent 
energy savings is accomplished in the 
production of new aluminum prod- 
ucts. 


Among the company's regular col- 


lection center locations are the Trade 
Winds Shopping Center, Barrington 
and Irving Park roads In Hanover 
Park, and the Liberty Mill Shopping 
Plaza. 918 S. Milwaukee Ave., Liber- 
tyville. Hanover Park collection times 
are July 14 and 241 from 2 to 5 p.m. In 
Libertyville. collections are slated to- 
day and July 22 from 2 to 5 p.m. 


The Aluminum Assn., Inc. a New 


York-based trade group, reports can 
recyclers turned in a record 3.9 billion 
aluminum cans during 1975. The 70 
per cent boost in recycling means one 
of every four aluminum beverage 
cans sold during the period was re- 
cycled.

can recycling, coming on top of a 44 
per cent increase the year before, 
should clear up any doubts whether 
aluminum can collection programs 
are working," said association presi- 
dent S. L. Goldsmith Jr.

for movers and vans but also in dam- 
ages to property and the amount of 
personal time invested. So before you 
move, take the time to evaluate what 
services you can afford, and how 
much of the moving you want to do 
for yourself —and be prepared for the 
unexpected. 


Movers are reluctant to give dollar 


estimates when asked the price of a 
particular move. They say the cost of 
a move varies, depending on the spe- 
cial care given to merchandise, the 
number of boxes a mover loads and 
negotiable insurance rates. 


However, one mover estimated it 


would <jost around $350 to move five 
rooms of furniture from Chicago to 
Arlington Heights by u major van 
line. This excludes insurance, moving 
aids and packing of cartons.

same move could cost about $36 to do 
yourself using rented equipment.

The van line was prompt in reim- 


bursing her for more than $100 in 
damages, she said. "I have the mon- 
ey, but it is so aggravating to have to 
go out and replace those things." 


WHEN MOVING by van line, the 


odds are good that there will be dam- 
ages, says George Gianos, district 
manager of Mayflower Transit Corp.. 
Elmhurst. "Sometimes a shipment 
will travel 20,000 miles without a 
chipped plate, but other times in a 
shipment 
going just 
a couple of 


blocks, a leg will break off a table," 
he said. 


Leo Shallow, office manager of Hol- 


lander Storage, an Allied Van Lines 
agent in Elk Grove Village, had a 
similar view. "We can't 
anticipate 


damages, but we can advise a shipper 
that furniture wasn't made to be 
moved. Normally, a few scratches 
can be expected." 


Recent census figures show that one 


family in five moves each year in the 
U.S., 
with most moves made between 


May and September. Of those who 
move, figures compiled from the mov- 
ing industry show that about 74 pet- 
cent do it themselves. The remaining 
2H p»r cent move with professionals. 


BECAUSE THERE are more van 


line moves in the summer months, 
sometimes the industry is short of 
w e 11-trained movers. When 
Mrs. 


Weichmann's family moved 
a few 


years ago from Des Plaines to St. 
Louis, they had a few problems with a 
summer van line move. 


"Apparently the van line we used 


was short of trucks. Our things were 
moved in another company's truck," 
she said. "And we had very in- 
experienced movers handle our things 
— a fellow, his wife, their daughter 
and her boyfriend — they were just 
pinch hitters." 


Not only did her goods suffer a 


couple hundred dollars in damages 
because of poor loading and traveling, 
but the truck also got lost en route to 
St. Louis and overturned in a traffic 
mishap, she said. 


Services from a major van line nat- 


urally cost more than do it yourself 
moving because the van line does al- 
most all the work. 


INTERSTATE carrier rates and 


performance of most major van lines 
are regulated by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission (ICC>, so inter- 
state movers can't charge more or 
loss than ICC established rates. 


Cost of moving by van line depends 


on weight and value of household 
goods and distance. Special services 
such as packing, storage and delivery 
time add to the cost. Not all major 
van lines have the same fees, but 
rales are generally competitive. 


Before any van line move, a repre- 


sentative will come io the customer's 
home — usually free of charge — to 
make a "guesstimate" of shipment 
cost. Upon request, the van line will 
provide the customer with materials 
to make an independent estimate. 
More than one estimate should be 
made before a customer decides on a 
particular van line. 


THE VISUAL ESTIMATE of goods 


includes estimated weight, mileage, 
insurance and packing, which is out- 
lined for the shipper in an itemized 
bill.

COD unless an employer or another 
party is paying for your move, so you 
must pay for the goods at the time of 
delivei'y. 


ICC REGULATIONS say if actual 


cost does not exceed the estimate by 
more than 10 per cent, the shipper 
must pay before unloading. 


However, when total charges ex- 


ceed the estimate by more than 10 per 
cent the mover is required, if re- 
quested, to deliver goods upon pay- 
ment of estimated charges plus an ad- 
ditional 10 per cent. The remaining 
balance is due 15 days later.

January from Dallas, Texas to Arling- 


ton Heights said he was pleased with 
his van line move. "I had only min- 
imal damages, a few scratches, and 
the actual cost was much less tha the 
estimate," he said. 


Regulated by an ICC tariff, a cus- 


tomer must pay for a minimum of 500 
pounds in any shipment, regardless of 
actual shipment weight. A 45-foot van 
will hold roughly '20.000 pounds of 
household goods, or 15 rooms of furni- 
ture. 


The ICC requires the customer to 


have some type of insurance on a 
shipment. However, movers are not 
liable for the full value of lost or dam- 
aged goods unless you pay an addi- 
tional charge for such protection.

Experience has taught us that it Is 


very tmwi.se to let a prospective buyer 
mn\c info a property before settle- 
ment h,is taken place 


So often, in cases of this sort, it is 


difficult to get the prospective buyer 
to .settlement. He wants things in a 
house repaired, continues to find fault 
with this and that, and sometimes in- 
sists on an adjustment being made in 
the price. This can result in an ex- 
pensive, long legal procedure. 


When this happens, often the buver 


becomes fed up and wants to call off 
the deal. Then the owner must begin 
all over again trying to sell the prop- 
erty. 


I would not recommend that a pros- 


pective buyer be permitted to move in 
before settlement takes place. Though 
it is not the best thing for a house to 
be empty, it is still better than con- 
tending with what could very well 
happen if a buyer were to move in 
before settlement.

It is at 
this juncture that you will ha\e to ca(l 
an electrician.

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'Remuddling' can cost in loss of property value

Mary owners of old houses are "re- 


muddling" themselves out of thou- 
sands of dollars of property value, 
said the editors of the Old House Jour- 
nal 


"Old 
houses are growing in popu- 


larity and buyers are paying a pre- 
mium for those that retain their 
charm and character," said Journal 
editor-m-chief Clem Labine 


Unfortunately, many owners feel 


they have to remodel an old house to 
make it look new A modernization 
that removes old detail and destroys 
character should be called "remud- 
dung," said Labine Once an owner 
rips out the original wood and plaster- 
work it ruins the dwelling as an old 
house -- not only for the "remuddl- 
mg" r.wner, but for every other owner 
thereafter As a result, the long-term 
market value of the home is less than 
it would be had the house been re- 
stored 


The irony, says Labine, is that — 


contrary to popular belief — it can 
cost less to restore an old house than 
to remodel it The reason is that re- 
modeling calls for a lot of new mate- 
rial, while restoration usually just re- 
quires repair and refimshing of mate- 
rial that is already in place 


For example, the wood paneling 


that looks dreadful under many layers 
of purple paint can become nch and 
lustrous when stripped of paint and 
oiled Stripping and oiling is much 
less expensive than installing a new 


sheetrock to replace the old paneling 


A contractor may pronounce an or- 


nate plaster ceiling "beyond repair" 
and recommend a new acoustical tile 
ceiling Yet most "hopeless" plaster- 
work can be saved with simple ceiling 
anchors and patching, which can be 
executed by anyone who can wield a 


putty knife 
Restored 
plasterwork 


adds greatly to the visual appeal — 
and resale value — as opposed to 
sheetrock or acoustical tile 


Still another value of restoration, 


says Labine is that you no longer 
worry about the latest "house and 
garden" fads A restoration to the 


1890 penod will be as valid — and 
\aluable — 15 jeais from now as it is 
today, thus protecting the owners in- 
vestment 


One requirement for lou cost resto- 


ration, however is time to learn the 
correct procedures and time to do the 
work 


System more important than fuel 


If you're confused by some of the 


claims and counter-claims made in 
fuel ads, you're not alone In fact, the 
Better Heating-Cooling Council said 
many people are confused about the 
facts. 


The first point, said the council, is 


that your comfort depends only on the 
type of heating system you have and 
not on the fuel The fuel — whether 
gas, oil or electricity — only powers 
the system 


There are three major systems in 


use today — hydronic, warm air or 
electric resistance 


In a hydronic system, water is 


heated ma compact boiler, earned 
throughout the house by finger-sized 
tubing Heat is provided in each room 
by floor-level baseboard heating units 
The iystem, which operates on any 
fuel, provides even, steady heat 


The heart of a warm-air system is 


the furnace which heats air A blower 
circulates air through a network of 
ducU to registers in each room 
Warm air systems also operate with 
all fuels 


Electric resistance systems can be 


operated only by electricity 
They 


operate essentially like a toaster, us- 
ing resistance wire Individual units 
are connected to electric outlets and 
produce heat

Bob Lovt has been quietly dis- 


playing what he calls his good aide for 
many years, but this summer people 
are finally beginning to take notice.

linois). 


Coaches involved include BUI War- 


den (Morgan Park), BUI Gleaaon (Lo- 
yola), Dale Glenn (Joteit Central) and 
Jack SchuKz (Tildeo). Harlem Gtobe- 
trottersmMel Davis and Leon HiBard 
will also be there.

Babes in the woods 
Preschoolers 


try camp life 


in small doses

These campers may not be able to 


handle an overnight portage or tie a 
half-hitch, and cries for Mommy may 
replace the camp ditty — at least for 
the first day or two. 


But by the end of the first camp 


session, most of the preschool day 
campers in three area programs are 
ready to tackle kindergarten, if not 
Smoky the Bear. 


According to Roberta Turcotte, di- 


rector of the Buchler YMCA's eight- 
week session for 3- and 4-year-olds, 
"The worst problem we have is poison 
Ivy ... 
most of the kids adjust re- 


markably well and end up coming 


back — first as campers and then as 
counselors." 


THE BUEHLER Y's program be- 


gan June 22, and runs through Aug. 
14, from 9 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. Tues- 
days through Fridays. The camp fee 
is $30 for Y members for the two- 
week session and $40 for non-mem- 
bers, Turcotte said. 


Counselors are split between college 


grads and college students, with high 
school age junior counselors serving 
without pay, Turcotte says; One coun- 
selor is in charge for every five chil- 
dren,-she says — "a real necessity 
when you're trying to get 20 kids 
changed for swimming." 


Many of the toddlers at Buehler are 


only children whose parents are look- 
ing for a good way to prepare them 
for school, Turcotte says. None of the 
children's mothers work full-time, and 
Turcotte emphasizes that "the camp 
is a real luxury — the hours aren't 
long enough for it to serve as a baby- 
sitting service." 


THE DAY CAMP at Buehler can be 


characterized as a "taste of this and a 
taste of that" rather than a full blown 
camp program with ghost stories and 
campfires, Turcotte says. Activities 
range from a quick round of "Duck 
Duck Goose" to a lesson in making 
paper eHp necklaces,-but each week 
includes gymnastics, crafts and a 


daily swim in the Y pool, she says. 


The tots' favorite activity is the 


crafts session because "they can be 
as messy as they want and take it 
home, too," Turcotte says. And by the 
time the putty is put away, wild- 
flowers are collected, and lunches are 
wolfed down, the preschoolers 
"go 


home pretty tired, but they have had 
fun." 


Kelly's Camps, a private organiza- 


tion operating out of Half Day and 
Wheeling, offers a Leprechaun Camp 
for toddlers ages three to five. The 
camp operates from 10:30 a.m. to 2 
p.m. with four-week sessions, one now 
in progress and another to start July 
19. The fee varies from $389 for the- 
entire eight weeks with bus service'to 
$179 for the four-week session without. 


Two counselors, one professional 


and one junior counselor, are pro- 
vided for every 12 children, says Col- 
leen Kelly Thornburgh, director. Ac- 
tivities include boating and fishing on 
the camp's pond, arts and crafts, 
and singing. 


Also included is a daily "quiet peri- 


od" when the preschoolers are in- 
troduced to the mechanics of reading 
and math, Thornburgh says. The fa- 
vorite activity at Kelly's camp is a 


pony ride on one of the camp's six 
Shetland ponies, and both camps in- 
clude a petting zoo with llamas, goats 
and ducks, she says. 


Unlike the Buehler's clientele, many 


of the children at Kelly's • have al- 
ready attended day care or nursery 
schools, and many of their mothers 
work full-time. The biggest concern at 
the camp are those first-day "I want 
my mommies," but because so many 
of the tots have been exposed to group 
situations in the past, the crying jags 
"just 
aren't 
all that common," 


Thornburgh says. 


"PARENTS DON'T want to put 


their children into a situation they're 
not ready for," she says. "Before 
we'll accept a child, he has to be able 
to take direction and relate somewhat 
to other people — and 2-year-olds, for 
the most part, aren't ready to leave 
Mommy yet." 


The Summer Trails Jamboree camp 


in Des Plaines does accept 2 ^-year- 
olds, as long as they are "toilet 
trained and active at home," says 
Barbara Sherman, director. The day 
camp recently expanded to a full-day 
program, 9:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m., and 
Sherman says she has no problems 
entertaining the 50 or 60 children in 


the four to right-week sessions. 


The camp operates on a three or 


five-day schedule, with the three-day- 
a-week program running $255, tho 
five-day $315. Hot lunches run $24 and 
$40 extra, respectively. 


ACTIVITIES at Summer Trails in- 


clude field trips to Kiddie Land and 
Lambs' Farm as well as swimming, 
arts and crafts, ball handling and 
singing along to the camp song. 


Sherman said the camp is "definite- 


ly tuned down" from the regular 
camp activities, and added that "we 
have to remember they're not robots 
— they are little children, after all." 


"A few" of the children's mothers 


work full-time, and those Summer 
Trails toddlers adjust to camp life the 
most easily, Sherman says. The ma- 
jority have already been enrolled in a 
preschool program as well, she adds. 


TWO-YEAR-OLD Carrie's 
"with- 


drawal from Mommy" symptoms not- 
withstanding, the babes in the woods 
seem to handle themselves with 
aplomb. 


As 4-year-old Shannon, a veteran of 


one year at Buehler puts it, "The 
games and the flowers and the swim- 
ming are fun." And that's what camp 
is all about!

The National Commission on the 


Observance of International Women's 
Year (IWY) last week handed Presi- 
dent Ford over 100 proposals to elimi- 
nate "the sexism still so rampant 
throughout our country." 


Thirteen committees worked a year 


gathering testimony and research for 
the report, "To Form a More Perfect 
Union ... Justice for American Wom- 
en." 


The media committee produced 10 


recommendations aimed at news- 
papers and broadcast organizations, 
as well as a 16 point checklist for the 
entertainment and advertising media. 


While reaffirming the concept of a 


free press, the Commission called for 
the media to "use this essential inde- 
pendence more responsibly and accu- 
rately in their treatment of women." 


The Commission pointed to women's 


underrepresenlation in the media as 
contributing to continued destortion of 
women in news coverage. Only 25 to 
35 per cent of all media employes and 
five per cent of all media policyma- 
kers are women, according to the 
Commission's findings. 


Following are the Commission's 


guidelines for the media: 


• The media should establish as an 


ultimate goal the employment of 
women in policynuldng positions in 
proportion to their participation in the 
labor force. 


• Women In media shouM be em-

ployed at all job levels and, in accor- 
dance with federal law, should be 
paid equally for work of equal value 
and be given equal opportunity for 
training and promotion. 


• The ffiedia should expand their 


definition of news to cover more wom- 
en's activities and to report the im- 
pact of general news events on wom- 
en. Women now figure in less than 10 
per cent of the news, the Commission 
said. 


• Placement of news should be de- 


cided by subject, not sex. "The prac- 
tice of segregating material thought 
to be of interest only to women into 
certain sections of a newspaper or 
broadcast implies that news of women 
is not real news. News of women 
should be treated with the same dig- 
nity, scope and accuracy as is news of 
men." 


• "Women's bodies should not be 


used In an exploitative way to add ir- 
retevent aexual interest in any me- 
dium." 


• Personal details should be elimi- 


nated for both men and women when 
irrelevant to a story: sex, sexual pref- 
erence, age, marital status, physical 


appearance, dress, religious or politi- 
cal orientaton. 


• A person's right to determine 


his/her own title should be respected. 


• 
Gender reference should be 


avoided: firefighter instead of fire- 
man, etc. 


• Women's activities and organiza- 


tions should be treated with the same 
respect accorded men's. The term 
"women's libbers" should not be 
used. Jokes should not be made at 
women's expense. News of women 
should not be sensationalized. 


The checklist for entertainment and 


advertising covers familiar ground: 
Are the women you portray weak, 
confused, dependent upon males, role- 
stereotyped, uninformed, emotional, 
irrational, competitive and distrustful 
with each other, excessively con- 
cerned with clothes and appearance, 
obsessive about shiny floors?

Gas trapped in colon 
may be cause of pain 


DEAR DR. LAMB — I have hid my gall bladder removed but 


have hid terrible gat pains ever slice. I try to do the thing* the 
doctors advocate - eat lew at a time, eat ilowly without gulping, 
•tc. but I itlll have a lot of trouble. My doctor iayi don't eat 
roughage. I have curtailed It but need a certain amount u that I 
don't get cofutlpated. 


I wonder If the same diet that helps when your gall bladder Is not 


tit peak function would work for me? I am getting to toe point 
where my social (lie Is curtailed because ol this. Could you give me 
any pointers which could help me? 


DEAR READER — Gas pains may not be from gall bladder 


problems at all. Almost everyone has gas but with normal digestive 
functions most people are totally unaware of it. The pain usually 
comes from the gas being trapped in the colon and associated 
spasm or squeezing action of the colon. When the gas is under 
pressure, where the colon bends, it stretches or distends the colon 
and causes pain. If the spasm in the colon relaxes, the gas Is no 
longer trapped and the detention and pain disappear. 


Your comment about "roughage" makes me think you have an 


underlying colon problem, specifically a spastic colon. These types 
of complaints are often there before • person has a gall bladder 
operation and may even be confused with symptoms of gall bladder 
disease. When that is the case they will still be there after surgery. 


Symptoms may follow surgery because of the interrupted normal 


pattern of living. And symptoms may follow an illness that has 
affected the bowels, such as infectious gastroenteritis (food poison- 
Ing). 


Most evryone swallows air. You can't prevent it and swallow food 


and water. Some people do develop a nervous habit of swallowing 
lots of air and may not be aware of it. Air trapped in the stomach 
then causes burping and an immediate sense of fullness when you 
eat. 


Other people form gas, often because they lack enzymes normally 


In the intestines. That results in undigested food which ferments. A 
loss of tolerance to milk, because of loss of enzymes and inability to 
digest the double sugar lactose can also cause this problem.

seousncss, to give you a more complete understanding about the 
problem of gas. Others who have gas problems and want to know 
what they can do about it can send a long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope with 50 cents for it.

You can check to see If you are swallowing too much air by 


holding an eraser between your teeth. That will make swallowing 
more difficult and will alert you to the problem. It is a good way to 
help break the habit. 


Abo I think you should eliminate all milk and all milk products 


(including milk chocolate bars and milk used in cooking; to see if 
that is your real problem. It may be a temporary problem in view 
of your recent operation. You might limit your fat intake in defe- 
rence to your recent gall bladder surgery. And I am very skeptical 
that cutting down on bulk, such as bran in cereals will help at all. I 
suspect you do need that "softage" for normal colon function which 
may improve your condition.

It came 
out perfectly with not the slightest harm to the jacket or to the 
color. Just to show how this works on other things, I got furniture 
stain on some polyester slacks and was successful with the same 
method. It has also removed varnish remover splatter from a cot- 
ton-polyester blouse. Admittedly, this Is strong stuff and should be 
used with gloves If some docs get on the skin, wash immediately 
with soap and water and apply a hand cream.—Ms. G.B. Ball

Mulch helps plants fight heat 


Mulch saved much of my vegetable 


garden this year. Maybe you need it 
too 


We gardeners are not used to hot, 


dry weather so early in the season, 
and while I rarely recommend mulch- 
ing before the 4th of July, this year 
has been one of those rare occasions. 


In the case where a gardener might 


have sun all day long — usually the 
ideal for growing tomatoes, peppers, 
and corn — that intense heat can be 
devastating on young plants. I spent 
the better of three weeks shading my 
new transplants against ens sun Had 
I not shaded, some plants would have 
been inundated As it was, eggplnat 
weeds aren't growing rampantly, be- 
took three weeks to bounce back from 
the sunburn. 


BUT 
GENERALLY 
about 
four 


weeks after the vegetable plants have 
been set out, and they have taken 
hold, and are in full, active growth, I 
mulch to stabilize the soil tempera- 
ture so plants don't have to suffer so 
much Mulching also helps the weeds 
stay 
under control 
Definitely, I 


wouldn't mulch on any plot where 
weeds aren't growing rampantly, be- 
cause to me this means the cultivated 
plants aren't yet progressed to their 
active stage of growth either If you 
mulch when weeds or vegetables are 
not yet thriving, mulching will stifle 
the growth of cultivated plants, in- 
stead of itetping them grow 


My plan of attack for the hot weath- 


er problems is to put five layers of 
wet newspapers, or grass clippings, or 
moistened straw over a layer of nitro- 
gen fertilizer and lay it between the 
rows of young, strong plants and 
loosely around the bases of the plants,

leaving some room so they aren't 
smothered. The mulch shouldn't touch 
the plants. Then, every watering does 
double duty, because with mulch the 
gardener doesn't have to water so of- 
ten. 


THERE ARE OTHER benefits to be 


dnved from mulching besides the 
three Just mentioned: mulching also 
increases the yield, keeps plant parts 
clean, and improves the soil struc- 
ture. 


Gardeners should be aware that dif- 


ferent mulches do different things, 
however. The organic materials gen- 
erally keep the soil cooler in hot wea- 
ther, while the plastic mulches raise 
the temperature of the soil, so you 
wouldn't want to put down black 01 
clear plastic in hot weather, especial- 
ly if your garden receives a lot of sun 
every day. Plastic mulch is consid- 
ered an early spring mulch (to warm 
up the soil for growth) or a late fall 
mulch (to extend the harvest). Plastic 
should be used when plants are not m 
active growth, do not get enough sun, 
or are gearing down to quit produc- 
ing. 


Many of us are experiencing "bolt- 


ing" of our radishes, cauliflower, tur- 
nips, onions, etc, because of the hot 


weather. "Bolting" is the action of a 
plant going to flower and seed instead 
of making a crop. Radishes, for in- 
stance, may produce only flower 
heads, no root development. Cauliflo- 
wer heads go to flower instead of 
staying bunchy. Also some vegetables 


wall be bitter, like edible podded peas. 
This results from a combination of hot 
weather and drought — the sum total 
of our weather conditions this year. 


The only thing to do if early-matur- 


ing plants bolt u to turn them under 
and replant for a second crop later in 
the season when the weather is cool- 
er. You can still get a crop out of this 
year from some vegetables. More on 
this next week. 


Don't consider it a personal failure 


if you are the victim of bolting plants. 
Some things gardeners can't fight ef- 
fectively — one of them is the vagary 
of Mother Nature.

Shield builds underwater tunnels

In the fine art of tunneling, man is 


somewhat of a newcomer. Mother Na- 
ture has been building In the earth's 
crust (or millions of years, creating 
her intricate tunnels and beautiful 
caves in a slow, patient way. Ani- 
mals, insects and even the lowly 
earthworm have known the value of 
tunnels for thousands of years. Mod- 
ern man-made tunnels, however, are 
an engineering marvel and much 
more than mere underground pas- 
sageways. 


Although prehistoric man probably 


built tunnels (or various reasons, the 
first recorded Instance of men using 
tunnels for passageways goes back to 
about 2000 B.C. Both the Persians 
and Assyrians used tunnels not only 
as passageways but also (or aque- 
ducts and drainage. The ancient Eg- 
yptians constructed elaborate tunnel 
systems to reach the royal tombs that 
had been built underground to protect 
valuable burial objects from thieves. 


The Babylonians were the first to 


build a successful tunnel under a riv-

er. They accomplished this remark- 
able feat by changing the course of 
the river. After the tunnel was com- 
pleted, the river once again was 
allowed to flow in its original channel. 
For thousands of years this was the 
only method of digging a tunnel under 
a body of water. 


Nowadays it is not always practical 


or possible to divert the flow of a riv- 
er. Thanks to an Invention by Isam- 
baro Brunei in the early 1800s, the 
problem was solved. Brunei's in- 
vention was called a tunnel shield, 
and tt works somewhat like pushing a 
tin can, with both ends cut out, 
through soft sand. 


The modern-day tunnel shield Is a 


huge, drum-shaped steel structure 
that is about the same diameter as 
the tunnel. After a large, wide shaft is 
dug straight down on the solid ground 
of the river bank, the shield and other 
equipment is brought down and the 
work of digging under the river be- 
gins, 


As the shield is put into place, pow- 


erful hydraulic jacks push it forward 
under the river. Each time the shield 
is pushed forward a section of the tun- 
nel is added right behind it. Naturally 
enough, when building a tunnel under 
a river, the big problem is keeping 


the water, or mud, out of the tunnel. 
This is done by having special cham- 
bers filled with compressed air. The 
excavated 
earth 
is 
brought 
out 


through special doors in these cham- 
bers. 


Shield-tunneling underwater is very 


hard work and quite expensive. For 
this reason another method is some- 
times used. A trench is dug in the riv- 
erbed and preformed tunnel sections 
are lowered into it. Divers then bolt 
the sections together, and when the 
water is pumped out the tunnel can be 
completed.

New cookbooks offer slim picking 


by JEANNE LESEM 


A bride who takes no joy in cooking 


isn't apt to find salvation in the cur- 
rent crop of new cookbooks. 


A trend back to scratch cooking, 


m i n u s packaged, processed in- 
gredients, is evident, happily for those 
who appreciate good food, leu so for 
home cooks with little time for or in- 
terest in meal preparation. 


Only the latect edition of tte "Bet- 


ter Homes and Gardens Mir Cook- 
book," (Meredith, $8.96), coven con- 
venience schools of cooking a* weffl a* 
international fare made from basic in- 
gredients. As always, this book mir- 
rors American tastes and changing 


cooking habits. It is a particularly 
good primer for completely in- 
experienced cooks who want to try a 
few recipes for currently popular ap- 
pliances (slow cookers, and micro- 
wave ovens, for example) before in- 
vesting in expensive cookbooks writ- 
ten specifically for such equipment. 


"toman's Day Cooking for Two," 


(Random Bouse, $7.96), can be rec- 
ommeaM ony with reservations. Its 
information about idtchfn equipment, 
shopping and food storage is good, but 
incomplete for persons who have nev- 
er cooked before. My biggest beet 
(pun intended) is the chapter on small 
cuts of meat: of 20 recipes, IS are for 


ground beef and 10 of the 15, for plain 
and garnished hamburgers. Are 
people really so devoid of imagination 
that they need to be told to put blue 
cheese and sour cream or bell pep- 
pers and onions on burgers? 


Better values in terms of basic 


helps and inventive recipes are "In- 
formal Dinners for East Entertain- 
ing" by Maria Luisa and Jack Denton 
Scott and "Great Dinner Parties" by 
Barbara Myers (both Simon and 
Schuster, $8.95; Many of their four- 
serving recipes can be divided easily 
if leftovers are unwanted, and many 
can be prepared ahead. 


Dozens of Mrs. Myers' recipes 


prove that simple fare such as 
poached fresh peaches in cream or 
Peruvian squash soup or spinach with 
ricotta can be superb if the in- 
gredients are top quality, and the 
cooking done with care. 


Recipes and menus in "The Set- 


Minute Souffle and Other Culinary 
Delights," by Carol Cutler (Potter, 
distributed by Crown, $9.95), 
are 


somewhat fancy for regular daily use, 
but splendid for entertaining. The au- 
thor, a working wife herself, provides 
excellent directions for making dishes 
ahead and reheating.

Barbecuing has been a part of the 


American scene since the Indians oc- 
cupied the land. Early Spanish explor- 
ers found natives using crude wooden 
racks to smoke fowl and other meats 
over an open fire. The work "bar- 
becue" is the English adaptation of 
the Spanish "baracoa." 


Adapting to the New World meant 


adopting food at hand. From the In- 
dians of the area that is now Mexico 
came foods such as peppers and to- 
matoes and to these the Spanish con- 
querors added chicken and other Eu- 
ropean favorites. These influences are 
reflected in barbecue sauces origina- 
ting in the Southwest.

traditional regional recipes should be 
used with care. Each contains a can- 
ning recipe for low-acid food with di- 
rections for open kettle processing 
that could lead to deadly botulism poi- 
soning, and one recommends the use 
of plastic canning jar lids, a relatively 
new type that some home canning ex- 
perts have expressed doubts about. 


The plastic lids and one risky recipe 


are in a "Family Harvest" by Jane 
Moss Snow (Bobb-Merrill, $10). Mrs. 
Snow's homecanned tomato soup and 
the home-canned bean recipe in "The 
Taste of Country Cooking" by Edna 
Lewis (Knoff, $10) should be pressure 
canned to reach temperatures high 
enough to destroy any botulin toxin 
present. 


Undoubtedly many old-timers es- 


caped food poisoning because it was 
customary to boil freshly opened 
home-canned food rapidly for white a 
while before serving. Mrs. Lewis notes 
this in her directions for pork-flavored 
home-canned green beans. She recom- 
mends cooking the drained beans 
"rather briskly 25 to 30 minutes" in 
stock made from the pork and fresh 
cold water. Prolonged, rapid recook- 
ing either destroys the toxin and ren- 
ders the food safe, or reveals its dan- 
ger by an off odor and-or unpalatable 
appearance. 


Part of the risk in both recipes lies 


in reheating the foods according to 
current custom. We are so conditioned 
to bringing commercially canned 
products only to serving temperature 
that we tend to forget home canning 
cannot match the safety regulations 
Imposed on the canning industry to 
prevent just such grave accidents.

Artistic by nature, Diane Ahlgrim of 


Arlington Heights like* her food to 
look as appealing as it tastes. Her 
unique appetizer pie recipe, handed 
down from her mother and grand- 
mother, makes a colorful and de- 
licious addition to a buffet. 


On a large slice of rye bread, Diane 


arranges concentric circles of caviar, 
anchovy paste and shrimp alternated 
with circles of cream cheese.

The 
appetizer is cut in wedges and served 
chilled. 


Because of the variety of toppings, 


this appetizer pie is so complete no 
nther hors d' oeuvres are necessary. 


"IF YOU DON'T like seafood, you 


can make substitutions with ham sal- 
ad, tuna and egg salad," Diane 
added. 


The pie goes well with almost any 


dinner entree. One of Diane's favorites 
is a different and delectable chicken 
casserole recipe, also acquired from 
her mother. A boon for a busy host- 
ess, this casserole must be made a 
day ahead. 


Arranged in layers, the dish con- 


sists of slices of white bread, diced

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Survey indicates stability 


Generally stable or decreasing food 


prices were seen throughout area 
•tores when late June prices were 
compared with those of a month ear- 
lier in a Herald survey of area food 
stores. 


Exceptions to the good news were in 


coffee and fish items. 


Folger's coffee, up an average of 17 


cents per two-pound can from a 
month ago, is destined to go up again. 
Two weeks ago General Mills, the na- 
tion's largest roaster, boosted prices 
another 30 cents a pound for Maxwell 
House, the nation's biggest seller, 
bringing the wholesale price of regu- 
lar grind to $2 30 a pound It will be 
about two months before this increase 
will appear in the store 


Already the price of a two-pound 


can of coffee has gone up 60 per cent 
from a year ago, when it sold for $1 96 
a can, The increases are attributed to 
n killing frost in major coffee-produc- 
ing countries. 


Despite the Increases, consumers 


continue to buy coffee. "They buy be- 
cause they think the prices will go up 
the next time they shop," said Sandro 
Milano, manager at the Arlington 
Heights Butera store "They are slow- 
ing down a little — just like when sug- 
ar prices were so high — but they like 
to drink coffee " 


Bill Newby, Jewel spokesman, said 


the supply will be lower for a few 
vears because of the frost's effect on 
the coffee trees And the rising prices 
should result In decreasing consumer 
demand "But I don't think anyone 
can feel they are being taken on the 
price of coffee now," Newby said. 
"It's just a case of shorter supply "

bv skv-rocketlng inflation

ion shrimp wholesaled at $2 75 a 
pound and this year the price is $515 
a pound off the boats, according to 
Harry Multack. vice president of Al's 
Fishery, one of the largest retail and

Multack said the price hikes are 


nnrflallv due to the fact that there is 
no back supply of fish to hold the 
market down during the off season

according to the U S Dent of Aenrul- 
ture in Its monthly Food Marketing 
Alert Production rates arc nearly 10 
per cent above last year when round 
stpak averaged 50 cents a pound more 
than In this month's survey 


T-bonc steaks dropped an average 


of about in cents from last month, 
ground beef is atxnit the same and 
round steak costs about IS cents a 
pound less than In the previous sur- 
vey

Dist. 207 
marks 37% 
dropout dip 


Fewer students dropped out of 


school in High School Dist. 207 in the 
1975-76 school year than in past years, 
according to administration figures. 


The figures show a 37 per cent de- 


crease in the number of students who 
dropped out before graduation, com- 
pared to the previous school year. Of 
the 11,926 students enrolled in the four 
Maine Township High Schools as of 
September 1975, 181 were reported as 
withdrawals, which represents 1.5 per 
cent of the total school population. 
There were 273 dropouts for the 1974-75 
school year, 2.3 per cent of the total 
enrollment that year. 


The largest number of withdrawals 


was from Maine West High School 
with 58 dropouts, followed by Main* 
East, Maine North and Maine South. 
The number who left school at Maine 
East was cut in half from last year to 
this school year, from 109 to 51 stu- 
dents. 


EIGHTY-ONE .OF the reported 


dropouts occurred among juniors, with 
49 sophomores, 44 seniors and 7 fresh- 
men leaving school early. Boys ac- 
counted for 109 of the withdrawals 
and 72 were girls, according to the 
report. 


The report, prepared for the board 


by the administration, listed "lack of 
interest" as the main reason for leav- 
ing school, followed by employment, 
illness, marriage and military ser- 
vice. 


Michael Myers, assistant superin- 


tendent for instruction, said the de- 
cline in the number of dropouts may 
be because of the alternative pro- 
grams Dist. 207 offers its students, in- 
cluding a night high school program 
and the Threshold program at Maine 
North High School, which serves stu- 
dents with low academic ability. 


Myers also said the emphasis 


placed on education by parents in the 
district and limited employment op- 
portunities might also be reasons why 
more students stayed in school in the 
past year. 


Dist. 63 alters nursing program 


Members of the East Maine Town- 


ship Dist. 63 Board of Education 
Wednesday night revised a proposal 
that would have decreased the num- 
ber of nursing positions in the district 
from 6.5 to 1 nurse and 11 nurses' 
aides. 


The new proposal, approved by a 


6-to-l vote, called for the district to 
employ two full-time registered nurs- 
es, nine part-time nurses' aides, and 
two full-time nurses' aides — one for 
each of the district's junior high 
schools. 


Harriet Papp, nurse coordinator for 


the district, said although the new 
plan was a step in the right direction, 
it was still "very disappointing." 


"1 think the children will suffer, not 


anyone else," Mrs. Papp said. She 
had supported a proposal which called 
for the hiring of four full-time regis- 
tered nurses and one clerk. 


THE TWO-NURSE proposal 
will 


cost the district about $16,500 more 


than the one-nurse plan budgeted at 
$55,000 in the tentative budget for the 
upcoming year. 


These figures do not reflect any 


reimbursement the district, may re- 
ceive from the state because of the 
work nurses do with special services 
programs. 


In other action Wednesday, board 


members voted not to get involved in 
the education of children at Nipper 


School, located at Maryville Acade- 
my. 


The board rejected options prepared 


by Gaydon Brandt, special education 
director for High School Dist. 207, 
which would have made members of 
the Maine Township special education 
program responsible for educating the 
students at Nipper. Dist. 63 is a mem- 
ber of the Maine Township program. 


RIVER TRAILS DIST. 26 adminis- 


ters Nipper School, declared a special 


education facility by the state this 
year. 


The board reached its decision after 


listening to angry parents express 
their concern over what admitting 
Maryville children will do to property 
values in the district. Maryville resi- 
dents are all wards of the state. 


"I feel people do run scared," said 


one parent. "What's going to happen 
to your (house) value?" said another 
parent.

Ford orders change in school event ruling

President Gerald Ford Wednesday 


moved to safeguard what he calls

prohibiting mother-daughter, father- 
son events in public schools. 


Ron Nessen. White House1 press sec- 


retary, said Ford will ask Congress to 
act. if necessary, to make sure "tradi- 
tional American activities as father 
and son and mother and daughter 
school events can continue." 


HEW's office of civil rights had 


ruled that such events violate sex dis- 
crimination laws and said schools 
sponsoring such activities run the risk 
of losing federal funds. 


Nessen said Ford was "really quite 


irritated" when informed of the rul- 
ing. Ho said Ford called HEW Sec. 
David Mathcws and two other offi- 
cials to order the suspension. 


KOHIl

study the matter and said he will pro- 
pose legislation to overturn any ban 
on such school events if necessary. 


Mathews said Wednesday his agen- 


cy "plans no enforcement action as to 
these kinds of events occurring during 
the review period and will advise any 
school wishing to have such events to 
proceed." 


The ruling was made in response to 


a request from the Scottsdate, Ariz., 
school district to clarify 1972 amend- 
ments to the Civil Rights Act. which 
bar sex discrimination in educational 


institutions receiving federal funds. 


The HEW ruling also applied to 


PTA sponsored events if public school 
facilities were used. 


AN OFFICE of civil rights official 


told Scottsdate school administrators 
that father-son banquets or separate 
events for mothers and daughters 
"would be subjecting students to sepa- 
rate treatment . . . (They would) be 
Just as effective if they were student- 
parents affairs." 


Local educators reacted to the rul- 


ing Wednesday, saying HEW had gone 
"too far" with the ruling. 


Mother-daughter and father-son 


events are "not prejudicial in any 
way," said Supt. Edward Grodsky of 
Prospect Heights Dist. 23. The ruling, 
he said, is "carrying it out to an ex- 


treme that is not necessary. It would 
be like saying if you have a son and 
daughter that you shouldn't take your 
daughter downtown for dinner." 


HEW officials pointed out that the 


ruling would prevent a situation which 
would exclude a male student who 
does not have a father to accompany 
him to a father-son affair. 


Grodsky said if a parent is not 


available "sometimes a teacher will 
come along by request In one case, a 
principal served as the father of a 
child. We try not to make it a trau- 
matic experience or leave someone 
out who doesn't have a parent." 


ELK GROVE Township Dist. 59 


Supt. Roger Bardwell said father-son 
or mother-daughter events "are open 
to either parent. A father would be 


welcome at a mother-daughter tea." 
He said as long as these types of 
events are open to either sex there 
would be no discrimination, and the 
event would be in compliance with the 
law. 


Officials from High School Dist. 211 


and High School Dist. 214 -said these 
types of activities normally are not 
held on the high school level, but Dist. 
211 Supt. Richard Kolze said, "I think 
they're carrying it too far. At a time 
when some people are saying that 
family ties are breaking down, this is 
the type of thing that is designed to 
strengthen family ties.

Katz, who will serve as subcommittee chairman, said the action 


was taken as n result of the U.S. Supreme Court ruling last Friday 
allowing capital punishment under certain situations. "The death 
penalty, the ultimate punishment, had been itself dying a slow 
death, but has been changed by increasing lawlessness in our coun- 
try, especially in the cities," Kat/, said. '"While there is pressure to 
reinstate the death penalty in Illinois, opponents also argue it is not 
a deterrent to crimes.

TV crews bring halt to hearing 


An Illinois Commerce Commission hearing was halted abruptly 


Wednesday when three network television crew's refused to heed 
an official's order to stop filming the proceedings. The hearing was 
to take testimony on the operations of companies which have con- 
tracts to tow cars from lots and parking areas in Chicago and then 
charge high fees for their return. Hearing Officer Martin J. Kenne- 
dy permitted representatives of the three Chicago-based television 
networks to film preliminary statements in the Slate of Illinois 
Building. 


He then asked the crews to stop filming and to turn off their 


lights. When they refused, Kennedy and an aide consulted three 
times by telephone with ICC Chairman Marvin S. Lieberman in 
Springfield and then slopped the hearing in keeping with ICC pol- 
icy. Anne Dowling, a spokesman for Lieberman, said Kennedy "in- 
voked the policy of the Commerce Commission, which is the same 
as a court, no lights, cameras or flashbulbs." 


6 in MSD case plead innocent 


Six of the eight persons charged In a $1.3 million bribery scheme 


involving Metropolitan Sanitary District contracts pleaded innocent 
in Federal court Wednesday. Another defendant pleaded innocent 
last week and the last was to be arraigned Friday. In a 69-point 
indictment, a federal grand jury last month accused the eight, 
including sanitary district officials, of accepting, paying or passing 
bribes in connection with the awarding of a sludge-hauling contract.

Young Republicans.

Fire officers barred from unions

Three U. S. Appeals Court judges 


have upheld a lower court ruling that 
bars Elk Grove Village Fire Dept. 
captains and lieutenants from belong- 
ing to the local firefighters' union. 


Village Atty. Edward C. Hofert this 


week said the judges unanimously up- 
held the September 1975 ruling by U. 
S. District Court Judge Bernard Deck- 
er, which had been appealed by the 
International Assn. of Firefighters, 
AFL-CIO, Local 2340. 


The union filed a lawsuit in August 


1974, challenging the village policy 
that forced firemen in supervisory ca- 
pacities to resign from union member- 
ship or give up their rights to further 
promotion. The union argued that civ- 
il rights were being denied. 


Hofert said the appeals judges, in 


their written opinion, said the validity 
of such regulations, in the face of mdi- 
'vidual rights guaranteed by the First 
Amendment, "is to be determined by 
a balance of competing interests." 


APPEALS COURT Judges Philip 


W. Tone, Walter J. Cummings and 
Charles Edward Wyzanski said they 
agreed with the district court finding 
that the regulation was proper. They 
said that because "the regulation is 
narrowly drawn," it does not prevent 
the supervisors from participating m 
all union activities, only those in 


which firefighters also are involved. 


''The regulation is directed at pre- 


venting a particular 'problem," the 
opinion stated, adding it prevents pos- 
sible "conflict of allegiance" should 
the supervisors perform as acting 


chiefs. The judges said such situations 
were likely to occur. 


Hofert said no fire department su- 


pervisors are members of the union, 
having withdrawn their memberships 
because of the village regulation. 


Firefighter Joseph Gardner, presi- 


dent of the union's local chapter, 
could not be reached for comment 
Wednesday. Hofert said he believes 
the union might appeal the decision to 
the U. S. Supreme Court.

Court bars 
fire officers 
from unions 


by TOM VON MALDKK 


Three U. S. Appeals Court judges 


h;ivc upheld n lower court ruling that 
bars Klk Grove Village Fire Dept. 
captains and lieutenants from belong- 
ing to the local firefighters' union. 


Village Ally. Edward C. Hofert this 


week said the judges unanimously up- 
held the September 1975 ruling by U. 
S. District Court Judge Bernard Deck- 
er, which had been appealed by the 
•International Assn. of Firefighters, 
AKL-CIO. Local 2340. 


The union filed a lawsuit in August 


1974. challenging the village policy 
that forced firemen in supervisory ca- 
pacities to resign from union member- 
ship or give up their rights to further 
promotion. The union argued that civ- 
il rights were being denied. 


Hofcrt said the appeals judges, in 


their written opinion, said the validity 
of <-uch regulations, in the face of indi- 
vidual rights guaranteed by the First 
Amendment, "is to be determined by 
,i balance of competing interests." 


APPEALS COURT Judges Philip 


W. Tone, Walter J. Cummings and 
Charles Edward Wyzanski said they 
agreed with the district court finding 
that the regulation was proper. They 
said that because "the regulation is 
narrowly drawn," it does not prevent 
the supervisors from participating in 
all 
union activities, only those in 


which firefighters also are involved. 


"The regulation is directed at pre- 


venting a particular problem," the 
opinion stated, adding it prevents pos- 
sible "conflict of allegiance" should 
the supervisors perform as acting 
chiefs. The judges said such situations 
were likely to occur. 


Hofert said no fire department su- 


pervisors are members of the union, 
having withdrawn their memberships 
because of the village regulation. 


Firefighter Joseph Gardner, presi- 


dent of the union's local chapter, 
could not be reached for comment 
Wednesday. Hofert said he believes 
the union might appeal the decision to 
the U. S. Supreme Court.

Ford orders change in school event ruling

President Gerald Ford Wednesday 


moved to safeguard what he calls

Ron Nessen, White House press sec- 


retary, said Ford will ask Congress to 
act, if necessary, to make sure "tradi- 
tional American activities as father 
and .ton and mother and daughter 
school event* can continue." 


HKW's office of civil rights had 


ruled that such events violate sex dis- 
crimination laws and said 
schools 


sponsoring such activities run the risk 
o( losing federal funds. 


Nesscn said Ford was "really quite 


irritated" when informed of the rul- 
ing. He said Ford called HEW Sec. 
David Mnthews and two other offi- 
cials to order the suspension.

study the matter and said he will pro- 
pose legislation to overturn any ban 
on such school events if necessary. 


Mathews said Wednesday his agen- 


cy "plans no enforcement action as to 
these kinds of events occurring during 
the review period and will advise any 
school wishing to have such events to 
proceed." 


The ruling was made in response to 


a request from the Scottsdate, Ariz., 
school district to clarify 1972 amend- 
ments to the Civil Rights Act, which 
bar sex discrimination in educational 


institutions receiving federal funds. 


The HEW ruling also applied to 


PTA sponsored events if public school 
facilities were used. 


AS OFFICE of civil rights official 


told Scottsdale school administrators 
that father-son banquets or separate 
events for mothers and daughters 
"would be subjecting students to sepa- 
rate treatment . . . (They would) be 
just as effective if they were student- 
parents affairs." 


Local educators reacted to the rul- 


ing Wednesday, saying HEW had gone 
"too far" with the ruling. 


Mother-daughter and father-son 


events are "not prejudicial in any 
way," said Supt. Edward Grodsky of 
Prospect Heights Dist. 23. The ruling, 
he said, is "carrying it out to an ex- 


treme that is not necessary. It would 
be like saying if you have a son and 
daughter that you shouldn't take your 
daughter downtown for dinner." 


HEW officials pointed out that the 


ruling would prevent a situation which 
would exclude a male student who 
does not have a father to accompany 
him to a father-son affair. 


Grodsky said if a parent is not 


available "sometimes a teacher will 
come along by request. In one case, a 
principal served as the father of a 
child. We try not to make it a trau- 
matic experience or leave someone 
out who doesn't have a parent."

200 state workers 
strike jobless offices 


More than 200 Illinois Bureau of Employment Security employes 


went on strike Wednesday against several Chicago offices, protest- 
ing recent layoffs of agency workers. The strike was not expected 
to delay unemployment checks an official said. About 100 pickets, 
mostly members of Local 1006 of the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes, marched before the agency's 
main Chicago office, which employs about 900 persons and handles 
payments for all of Illinois.

Panel lo propose death penally

duct hearings and propose a new death penalty statute to the Illi- 
nois General Assembly in the fall session. State Rep. Harold Katz, 
D-Clencoe, chairman of the House Committee on Judiciary II, an- 
nounced the subcommittee at a news conference in the State of 
Illinois Building. 


Katz, who will serve as subcommittee chairman, said the action 


was taken as a result of the U.S. Supreme Court ruling last Friday 
allowing capital punishment under certain situations. "The death 
penalty, the ultimate punishment, had been Itself dying a slow 
death, but has been changed by increasing lawlessness in our coun- 
try, especially in the cities," Katz said. '"While there is pressure to 
reinstate the death penalty in Illinois, opponents also argue it is not 
a deterrent to crimes.

4Vandal law unfair for parents' 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. 


Tcichert Wednesday said he does not 
support a proposed ordinance holding 
parents responsible for their chil- 
dren's acts of vandalism. 


The proposal, recently drafted by 


Village Ally. John J. Zimmermann. 
treats vandalism as a form of Ires- 
passing. Parents or legal guardians of 
apprehended vandals would be liable 
for damages by minors trespassing on 
public or private property. 


Vandals' parents could be fined be- 


tween $500 and $1,000 for propetry 
damage done by their children. The 
proposed ordinance, patterned after 


similar proposals in Arlington Heights 
and Park Ridge and an ordinance 
now enforced in Deerfield, defines a 
minor as '-Any person who has at- 
tained tl years of- age, but who has 
not yet reached 18 years of age." 


TEICIIERT SAID HE is opposed to 


an ordinance making one person 
liable for the acts of others. 


"I believe the law is good as it is — 


everyone is responsible for their own 
actions," Teichert said. "We don't 
have control over our children. The 
business of taking out community 
frustrations on individual parents is 
wrong. I have found it impossible to 


control anyone but myself. I don't be- 
lieve in vicarious liability." 


An anti-vandalism ordinance which 


in some way penalizes parents has 
won the support of Trustee Leo Floros 
and Police Chief Ralph J. Doney. 
However, Floros Wednesday had not 
yet reviewed the proposed ordinance 
and Doney was unavailable for com- 
ment. 


The existing ordinance penalizes 


vandals up to $200 for damage done 
only to village-owned property. Floros 
has said the village has been unsuc- 
cessful in prosecuting vandals and 
stiffer enforcement is needed for dam- 
age done to both public and private

More than 200 Illinois Bureau of Employment Security employes

Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. 


Teichert Wednesday said he does not 
support a proposed ordinance holding 
parents responsible for their chil- 
dren's acts of vandalism. 


The proposal, recently drafted by 


Village Atty. John J. Zimmermann, 
treats vandalism as a form of tres- 
passing. Parents or legal guardians of 
apprehended vandals would be liable 
for damages by minors trespassing on 
public or private property. 


Vandals' parents could be fined be- 


tween $500 and $1,000 for propetry 
damage done by their children. The 
proposed ordinance, patterned after 
similar proposals in Arlington Heights 
and Park Ridge and an ordinance 
now enforced in Deerfield, defines a 
minor as "Any person who has at- 
tained 11 years of age, but who has 
not yet reached 18 years of age." 


TEICHERT SAID HE is opposed to 


an ordinance making one person 
liable for the acts of others. 


"I believe the law is good as it is — 


everyone is responsible for their own 
actions," Teichert said. "We don't 
have control over our children. The 
business of taking out community 
frustrations on individual parents is 
wrong. I have found it impossible to 


control anyone but myself I don't be- 
lieve in vicarious liability." 


An anti-vandalism ordinance which 


in some way penalizes parents has 
won the support of Trustee Leo Floros 
and Police Chief Ralph J. Doney. 
However, Floros Wednesday had not 
yet reviewed the proposed ordinance 
and Doney was unavailable for com- 
ment. 


The existing ordinance penalizes 


vandals up to $200 for damage done 
only to village-owned property. Floros 
has said the village has been unsuc- 
cessful in prosecuting vandals and 
stiffer enforcement is needed for dam- 
age done to both public and private 
property. He believes parents should 
be aware of their children's behavior 
and should be hit in their pocketbooks 
"where it hurts the most." 


Trustee E F Richardson, chairman 


of the fire and police committee, re- 
ported to the village board that be- 
cause vandalims is of such serious 
consequence, village officials should 
study it carefully before any action on 
the ordinance is taken.

rioration has developed from (the) 
change." 


He wrote Mr. and Mrs. Don Rundle, 


2065 W. Hickory Ln., that the switch 
of addresses for about 80 families liv- 
ing in the Hickory Lane area from 
their 60067 Palatine zip code to the 
60195 Schaumburg zip code had been 
"a considerable savings" and that 
"no change .. . was justified." 


RESIDENTS 
COMPLAINED the 


change had been a major inconven- 
ience in delayed mail service, in loss 
of property prestige and value and po- 
tential danger in confusing emergency 
vehicles such as fire trucks and am- 
bulances 


"Your address should indicate your 


geographic location, that's what an 
address means," Rundle told Ray 
Sbarbaro, delivery service officer for 
the sectional center, at a recent meet- 
ing between residents and postal ser- 
vice representatives "It (not having 
his Palatine address and zip) confuses 
delivery and service people." 


The residents contend the value of 


their property had decreased in value 
as much as $10,000 per parcel because 
of the change from Palatine to 
Schaumburg addresses. 


AT THE MEETING, another resi- 


dent said his legal address in Schaum- 
burg had increased his car insurance 
because Schaumburg has a higher 
auto theft rate than does Palatine 
Township, where he actually lives.

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U.S. appeals court bars 
fire brass from union

Three U. S, Appeals Court judges 


have upheld a lojver court ruling that 
bars Elk Grove Village Fire Dept. 
captains and lieutenants from belong- 
ing to the local firefighters' union. 


Village Atty. Edward C. Hofert this 


week said the judges unanimously up- 
held the September 1975 ruling by U. 
S. District Court Judge Bernard Deck- 
er, which had been appealed by the 
International Assn. of Firefighters, 
AFL-CIO, Local 2340. 


The union filed a lawsuit in August 


1974, 
challenging the village policy 


that (creed firemen in supervisory ca- 
pacities to resign from union member- 
ship or give up their rights to further 
promotion. The union argued that civ- 
il rights were being denied. 


Hofert said the appeals judges, in 


their written opinion, said the validity 
of such regulations, in the face of indi- 
vidual rights guaranteed by the First 
Amendment, "is to be determined by 
a balance of competing interests." 


APPEALS COUHT Judges Philip 


W. Tone, Walter J. Cummings and 
Charles Edward Wyzanski said they 
agreed with the district court finding 
that the regulation was proper. They 


said that because "the regulation is 
narrowly drawn," it does not prevent 
the supervisors from participating in 
all union activities, only those in 
which firefighters also are involved. 


"The regulation is directed at pre- 


venting a particular problem," the 
opinion stated, adding it prevents pos- 
sible "conflict of allegiance" should 
the supervisors perform as acting 
chiefs. The judges said such situations

Training for nose-it-alls 


Sniff school graduates 
learn to dog criminals 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) - At 


Los Angeles, a German Shepherd dog 
sniffed out 2,000 pounds of explosives 
hidden behind a false wall, the largest 
cache of explosives seized in the city's 
history. 


At Oakland, another canine led au- 


thorities to a valise filled with dyna- 
mite hidden in the acoustical ceiling 
of the federal building. 


Daily, German Shepherds at airpc.rt 


terminals whiff baggage for deadly 
devices or they help authorities hajd- 
cuff narcotics traffickers by detecting 
the dangerous drugs in otherwise 
clever hiding places. 


Security dogs are playing a wider 


role in law enforcement each year, 
and with demand growing, one of the 
chief sources is Lackland AFB. The 
base has trained more than 500 dogs 
and their masters for duty at military 
bases of all four services throughout 
the country and at civilian police de- 
partments in 24 cities. 


SFl EDUARDO ECKERT, 33, an 


Army man on loan to the Air Force, 
heads the explosives training unit and 
M.Sgt. Daniel Ries, 37, head of the 
narcotics training division, are in 
charge of the program which began in 
earnest dunng the 1970s to cope with 


bomb threats and rising drug statis- 
tics. 


"We haven't heard of any misses 


yet," Eckert boasts of the canine 
graduates of their school. 


He said the program has turned out 


approximately 60 military and 60 ci- 
vilian dogs to sniff out explosives and 
so keen is their smell one once led 
officers to some old discarded and 
spent cartridges in a ceiling. 


The dogs are rewarded by being 


given food, a ball or a squeaky toy 
when they perform their jobs, and dis- 
cipline of the animals is hardly neces- 
sary as they learn their special skills, 
he said. 


WES' UNIT HAS trained more than 


350 dogs to be so proficient at smell- 
ing marijuana, heroin, hashish and 
cocaine that authorities have recog- 
nized their pointing as "probable 
cause" for a search 


The narcotics sniffing 
dogs are 


taught during an intensive nine-week 
training session to seek out and re- 
trieve narcotics, while the explosives 
detecting animals simply sit and point 
when they locate it. 


"The program started in 1970-71 


when the FAA (Federal Aviation 
Agency) approached us to train does 
to detect explosives," Eckert said. 


"There was an increase in explosives 
extortions throughout the country " 


Ries said German Shepherds were 


first used for such work during World 
War II when they were taught to look 
for land mines 


"IT'S AN OLD concept," Ries said. 


"A change in society brought them 
back. We didn't have a need for them 
for awhile " 


Now, 
the dog trainers are testing 


out smaller dogs such as terriers and 
beagles to do the same kind of jobs 
and 12 of the small dogs are under- 
going observation to determine how 
well they perform in finding narcotics 
and explosives. 


A report is due in August on wheth- 


er the small dogs perform as well as 
the German Shepherds. 


So adept are the dogs, Eckert said, 


once in New Orleans one of the Shep- 
herds assumed his sitting position in 
an automobile in a motorcade carry- 
ing Vice President Nelson Rockefel- 
ler. The Secret Service was confidant 
it had checked the car thoroughly for 
explosives, but when the dog contin- 
ued to point a new search found one 
of the Secret Servicemen's rifles un- 
der a car seat

Do-it-yourself sentencing plan that works

WINONA. Minn. (UPI) - In the Wi- 


nona County court of Dennis A. Chal- 
lecn. who looks more like a heavy in a 
western movie than a judge, more 
than 30 aclulls guilty of misdemeanors 
sentence themselves every month. 


Since late 1972. more than 3,000 mis- 


creants have worked out their own 
sentences under the Winona County 
Court Self-Sentencing Program. The 
results have been unusual, productive 
and sometimes startling. 


• The program Is believed to be the 
first of its kind. Occasionally judges 
have sentenced the guilty, particular- 
ly juveniles, to work penalties, but the 
Winona program is a sustained one 
for grown men and women.

Decision spurs ranchers'* anger 


High court backs wild horse law

Johnston battled more than 20 years for a federal law 
protecting the West's wild horses from cruel treatment

Wild horse roundups were commonplace. "Mils- 


dangers" used airplanes and trucks to run them down 
and force them into corrals Mrs. Johnston was apal- 
led by the frequent examples of inhumane treatment.

• find themselves eating dust. The wily animals are wary 
'.ol corrals and traps. 


' THE BUREAU asked Congress to amend the law so 
•airplanes and mechanized vehicles could again be used 
•to capture the horst-s when necessary. Meanwhile, it 
hired wranglers to trap them in corrals at desert water- 
holes. 


' 
Mrs. Johnston appealed to animal lovers throughout 


'the country to "adopt" the surplus horses. Many have 


'. been turned over to foster owners. 


But the bureau says it is a slow and costly process, 


and its longrun worth is debatable. 


"We have placed about 200 from our first extensive 


roundup in Stone Cabin Valley near Tonopah," said 
BLM spokesman Carl Ctdiund. "It costs about $400, of 
which $40 goes to the contractor, to catch a bone and 
hold it until it is adopted. 


"It may be at leant a week before tht foster owner 


arrives to pick up the animal. We have to feed it and 
provide veterinary service until then. The law says we 
can't give the foster owner clear title to the animal. 
Likely as not, when it gets to the point of taking the 
horse, the person may have second thoughts and decide 
he doesn't want it, after all:" 


"DOWN THE ROAD, the adoption program will reach 


the saturation point. With lack of forage and water, and 
with pressure from ranchers, hunters and fishermen, 
I'm afraid it will become inevitable we'll have to kill 
many horses on the range," Gidlund said. 


Ranchers were hoping the U.S. Supreme Court would 


uphold a New Mexico decision that the federal act was 
an unconstitutional infringement on the rights of states 
to regulate wild animals which compete with com- 
mercial livestock for grazing land. 


Instead, the high court held the law was within the 


constitutional authority of Congress to regulate feder- 
ally owned land. The blow to ranchers came only a few 
days after the court, in the Devil's Hole pupfish case, 
ruled in effect that when the federal government ac- 
quires land for public use, it also obtains the needed 
water rights to preserve the land, despite state licens- 
ing of water rights. 


MRS. JOHNSTON was elated at the Supreme Court's 


wild horse decision, but she agrees there may be 
trouble ahead. 


"My organization has done everything to combat the 


proposed amendment permitting use of airplanes, but I 
think it will pass," she said. "Some roundup con- 
tractors would be careful, but there will always be 
those whose main concern is to get as many bead as 
possible, since that's how they are paid. We also oppose 
transfer of title because that opens the door to killing 
the animals." 


"The law docs provide for humane destruction of ex- 


cess horses," she said. "Nothing should be allowed to 
increase beyond the limit of the land to sustain. But if 
we didn't have the law protecting the wild ones, you 
would be able to write this story in blood." 


She said not all free-roaming horses are wild. Some 


are privately owned, and may be reclaimed upon proof 
of ownership and payment of owed grazing fees. If they 
are unclaimed, they may be auctioned, possibly for 
slaughter. The unclaimed, unbranded horses are consid- 
ered wild and should be kept in control and balance, 
she said. 


"We are going to do everything possible to absorb 


excess animals. It's man's encroachment on their habit- 
at that Is constantly shrinking it. The adoption program 
Is one avenue of protecting the horses. If it reaches the 
saturation point, at least we can say we did everything 
possible."

His 
Pancho Villa mustache rises and falls 
with his intense enthusiasms. 


He calls himself n river rat and in- 


sists that after law school he just 
drifted down the Mississippi to' Wi- 
nona and now lives on a houseboat 
tied up to an island. He likes to live, 
and he's big on houseboat parties. 


The self-sentence case he likes the 


best is the alcoholic who bet a 14-day 
jail sentence he could quit for six 
months. He fell off the wagon after 
five and voluntarily turned himself 
into the jail to serve his term. After 
he got out he committed himself to 
treatment at the state hospital. 


"You know," the judge said. "To- 


day (two years later) he has com- 
pletely recovered and is working with 
alcoholics."

adviser came up, took a long look and 
said he w=s sure this was a guerrilla 
base camp. We brouhgt in our reserve 
unit and assaulted the area after we 
fired a star cluster." 


Troop 21 had gone to bed and most 


members were asleep when the flares 
exploded, a helicopter swept in low 
and armed men burst from the woods. 


"When we entered the camp and 


saw all the screaming Boy Scouts, we 
knew (someone had blundered." Fow- 
ler said in an explanatory letter to the 
military newspaper Stars and Stripes. 


"As soon as we got three steps into 


the area, we called it off. and sat 
around with egg on our faces," the 
lieutenant told UPI. 


"Of course, we apologized, but I 


still think it was a thrill for the 
scouts. They came out and talked to 
the troops and looked at the weap- 
ons." 


The incident came to light only af- 


ter Scoutmaster Groth wrote a letter 
to Stars and Stripes a month ago.

200 state workers 
strike jobless offices 


More than 200 Illinois Bureau of Employment Security employes 


went on strike Wednesday against several Chicago offices, protest-

Panel to propose death penalty 


A special legislative committee was appointed Wednesday to con- 


duct hearings and propose a new death penalty statute to the Illi- 
nois General Assembly in the fall session. Slate Rep. Harold Katz, 
D-Glencoe, chairman of the House Committee on Judiciary II, an- 
nounced the subcommittee at a news conference in the State of 
Illinois Building. 


Katz, who will serve as subcommittee chairman, said the action 


was taken as a result of the U.S. Supreme Court ruling last Friday 
allowing capital punishment under certain situations. "The death 
penalty, the ultimate punishment, had been itself dying a slow 
death, but has been changed by increasing lawlessness in our coun- 
try, especially in the cities," Katz said. '"While there is pressure to 
reinstate the death penalty in Illinois, opponents also argue it is not 
a deterrent to crimes.

Information needed on the grant ap- 
plication requires engineering work 
which cannot be done by the village, 
including an inflow and infiltration 
analysis of the village's combined 
sanitary-storm sewer system in 1,010 
acres of the older section of the vil- 
lage. 


The sewer separation in this section 


of the village is required in order for 
the village to meet federal EPA 
clean-water standards. The project 
will require the installation of sanitary 
sewers in the older section of the vil- 
lage, a project whose estimated total 
cost is about $1 > million. 


Cost of the engineering work needed 


to complete the grant application is 
estimated at $200,000. The village has 
budgeted for the expense, but officials 
also hope to receive fdederal funds to 
pay part of the cost. 


Harwig said officials also are hop- 


ing for funding assistance from the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District, but no 
financial commitments have come 
from the MSD. 


The village is requesting aid from 


the MSD because Palatine was left 
out of the agency's deep tunnel proj- 
ect in the Northwest suburbs, which 
will be completed over a 5-year-period 
and bring the area into compliance 
with federal EPA clean-water stan- 
dards. 


THE PALATINE sewer project was 


necessitated because the village was 
omitted from tne MSD project. 


Harwig said the committee should 


be ready to present a recommenda- 
tion to the board on one of the three 
engineering firms in August. 


Harwig said the village hopes to file 


the grant soon in order to get the 
project under way. He said work is 
still probably at least 1 '•: years away. 


The village has been ranked 31 in 


the priority listing for federal grants 
for fiscal 1977 by the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency's Division 
of Water Pollution Control, which ad- 
ministers the federal monies. The 
MSD also was ranked 31 and last 
week received approval for federal 
funds for the deep-tunnel work.

I don't be- 
lieve in vicarious liability." 


An anti-vandalism ordinance which 


in some way penalizes parents has 
won the support of Trustee Leo Floras 
and Police Chief Ralph J. Doney. 
However, Floras Wednesday had not 
yet reviewed the proposed ordinance 
and Doney was unavailable for com- 
ment. 


The existing ordinance penalizes 


vandals up to $200 for damage done 
only to village-owned property. Floros 
has said the village has been unsuc- 
cessful in prosecuting vandals and 
stiffer enforcement is needed for dam- 
age done to both public and private 
property.

Schaumburg, provides legal defense 
coverage up to S100.000 with $500 de- 
ductible for village employes and 
elected officials in lawsuits alleging 
civil rights violations in the line of 
duly. 


Trustee Theodore J. Wallenberg of- 


fered the motion saying. "In the event 
of a lawsuit, defense would be ex- 
pensive to go outside and hire a spe- 
cialist. This is similar to malpractice 
suits against doctors and lawyers. The 
public can be unhappy with the ad- 
ministration, find fault and file a suit."

200 state workers 
strike jobless offices 


More than 200 Illinois Bureau of Employment Security employes 


went on strike Wednesday against several Chicago offices, protest- 
ing recent layoffs of agency workers. The strike was not expected 
to delay unemployment checks an official said. About 100 pickets, 
mostly members of Local 1006 of the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes, marched before the agency's 
main Chicago office, which employs about 900 persons and handles 
payments for all of Illinois. 


At least four persons were arrested on battery and disorderly 


conduct charges, police said. An IBES spokesman said two local 
offices, one on the West Side and one on the North Side, were 
"hardest hit" by the strike. Only a fourth to a third of those em- 
ployed by the offices showed up for work. 


Panel to propose death penalty 


A special legislative committee was appointed Wednesday to con- 


duct hearings and propose a new death penalty statute to the Illi- 
nois General Assembly in the fall session. State Rep. Harold Katz, 
D-Glencoe, chairman of the House Committee on Judiciary II, an- 
nounced the subcommittee at a news conference in the State of 
Illinois Building. 


Katz, who will serve as subcommittee chairman, said the action 


was taken as a result of the U.S. Supreme Court ruling last Friday 
allowing capital punishment under certain situations. "The death 
penalty, the ultimate punishment, had been itself dying a slow 
death, but has been changed by increasing lawlessness in our coun- 
try, especially in the cities," Katz said. '"While there is pressure to 
reinstate the death penalty in Illinois, opponents also argue it is not 
a deterrent to crimes.

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Metropolitan briefs 
200 state workers 
strike jobless offices 


More than 200 Illinois Bureau of Employment Security employes 


went on strike Wednesday against several Chicago offices, protest- 
ing recent layoffs of agency workers. The strike was not expected 
to delay unemployment checks an official said. About 100 pickets, 
mostly members of Local 1006 of the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes, marched before the agency's 
main Chicago office, which employs about 900 persons and handles 
payments for all of Illinois. 


At least four persons were arrested on battery and disorderly 


conduct charges, police said. An IBES spokesman said two local 
offices, one on the West Side and one on the North Side, were 
"hardest hit" by the strike. Only a fourth to a third of those em- 
ployed by the offices showed up for work. 


Panel lo propose death penally 


A special legislative committee was appointed Wednesday to con- 


duct hearings and propose a new death penalty statute to the Illi- 
nois General Assembly in the fall session. State Rep. Harold Katz, 
D-Glencoe, chairman of the House Committee on Judiciary II, an- 
nounced the subcommittee at a news conference in the State of 
Illinois Building. 


Katz. who will serve as subcommittee chairman, said the action 


was taken as a result of the U.S. Supreme Court ruling last Friday 
allowing capital punishment under certain situations. "The death 
penalty, the ultimate punishment, had been itself dying a slow 
death, but has been changed by increasing lawlessness in our coun- 
try, especially in the cities," Katz said. '"While there is pressure to 
reinstate the death penalty in Illinois, opponents also argue it is not 
a deterrent to crimes. 


TV crews bring halt to hearing 


An Illinois Commerce Commission hearing was halted abruptly 


Wednesday when three network television crew's refused to heed 
an official's order to stop filming the proceedings. The hearing was 
to take testimony on the operations of companies which have con- 
tracts to tow cars from lots and parking areas in Chicago and then 
charge high fees for their return. Hearing Officer Martin J. Kenne- 
dy permitted representatives of the three Chicago-based television 
networks to film preliminary statements in the State of Illinois 
Building. 


He then asked the crews to stop filming and to turn off their 


lights When they refused, Kennedy and an aide consulted three 
times by telephone with ICC Chairman Marvin S. Licberman in 
Springfield and then stopped the hearing in keeping with ICC pol- 
icy. Anne Dowling, a spokesman for Licberman, said Kennedy "in- 
voked the policy of the Commerce Commission, which is the same 
as a court, no lights, cameras or flashbulbs." 


6 in MSD case plead innocent 


Six of the eight persons charged in a $1.3 million bribery scheme 


involving Metropolitan Sanitary District contracts pleaded innocent 
in Federal court Wednesday. Another defendant pleaded innocent 
last week and the last was to be arraigned Friday. In a 69-point 
indictment, a federal grand jury last month accused the eight, 
Including sanitary district officials, of accepting, paying or passing 
bribes in connection with the awarding of a sludge-hauling contract.

Township to cut nuisance weeds 


Weeds creating a nuisance or posing 


n safety or health hazard in Wheeling 
Township will be cut by the township 
if the property owner refuses to cut 
them, according to an ordinance 
passed by the Wheeling Township 
Auditors. 


Tho township will notify properly 


owners and give them 10 days to cut 
iho weeds deemed a nuisance or haz- 
ard. 
Such weeds include dandelions, 


thistles, ragweed, buckthorn, chick- 
weeds, mustard weeds and all other 
noxious plants or grasses. 


If the pro|H!i'ty owner refuses to cut 


the weeds, the township will cut them 
or contract with others to cut the 
weed.1; ami bill the owner. The ordi- 


nance allows the township to charge 
$20 an hour for such cutting services. 


THE ORDINANCE allows the town- 


ship to place a lien on the property 
should the owner refuse to pay the 
cutting bill within 60 days. 


Wheeling Township has not been 


bothered by weed complaints this 
year. Township Supervisor Ethel Ko- 
lerus said, but received a few calls 
last year. The state legislature has 
authorized Illinois townships to pass 
ordinances similar to the Wheeling or- 
dinance. 


The township has no weed commis- 


sioner as docs Palatine Township. 
Weed cutting in Wheeling Township 
would be done by the township high- 
way department.
